The followng Act is passed by the Hon'ble the 
President of the Council of India in Council on 
the 6th November 1847, with the assent of the 
Right Hon’ble the Governor General of India, 
which has been read and recorded. 


Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for gene- 
ral information. 


Acr No, XVII. or 1847. 


An Aet for remedying a defect in the Law regard- 
ing undiscovered defaults in the prosecution of 
Suits. 

Whereas inconvenience has reeulted from the 
rule that the distovery of defaults in the prose- 
cution of suits and appeals broyght in any Court 
of the East India Company, within the Territo- 
ries subject to the Presidencies of Bengal and 
Madras, invalidates all proceedings in such suits 
and appeals, which may have been had since the 
occurrence of such default : 


It is hereby enacted, that in the said Courts 
every default of a plaintiff or appellant, in all 
suits or appeals now pending or hereafter to be 
brought, and in all suits which have been decided 
but are still open to appeal, shall be held to be 
cured whenever the opposite party, passing over 
the default, shall have taken any step in the suit 
or appeal, and whenever the Court shall have 
passed judgment in the suit or appeal, whether 
such opposite party shall or shall not have taken 
any such step.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read 
in Council for the first time on the 6th of Novem- 
ber, 1847: 
Acr No, —— or 1847, 
An Act for removing doubts as to the meaning of the 
words * Thug” and “ Thuggee” and the expression 
“s Murder by Thuggee” when used in the Acts of 
the Council of India. 


Whereas doubts have arisen as to the meaning 
of the words * Thug” and “ Thuggee,” and the 


expression ‘* Murder by Thuggee,” when used in 
the Acts of the Cquneil of India :— 


It is hereby declared and enacted, that the word 
“’Thug” when used in any Act heretofore passed 
by the Council of India, shall be taken to have 
meant and to mean a person who is, or has at any 
time been habitually associated with any other or 
others for the purpose of committing, by means 
intended by such person or known by such person 
to be likely to cause the death of auy person, the 
offence of Child-stealing or the offence of Robbery 
not amounting to Dacoity. And that the word 
“« Thuggee” when used in such Acts shall be taken 
to have meant and to mean the offence of commit- 
ting or attempting any such Child-stealing or Rob- 
bery bya Thug. And that the expression * Mur- 
der by Thuggee,” when used in such Acts shall be 
taken to have meant and to mean Murder when 
employed as the means of committing such Child- 
stealing or such Robbery by a Thug. 


Ordered, that the Draft now read be published 
for general information. 


Ordered, that the said Draft be re-considered 
at the first*Meeting of the Legislative Council of 
India after the 6th day of February next.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read 
in Council for the first time on the 6th of Novem- 


ber 1847. 
Act No. or 1847, 


An Act to repeal Acts No. XII. of 1880 and 
No. XII. of 1840, and ta raise funds for Police and 
Municipal purposes throughout the Settlement of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Matacca, 
and the dependencies and places subordinate or 
annexed thereto, by levying an Assessment upon the 
rents, produce and income derived from Butldings 
and Lands within the said Settlement and by taxing 
Carriages, Waggons, Carts, Horses, and Mules kept 
or used within the same. 


I. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the 
day of Act No. XII. of 
1839 and Act No. XII. of 1840, are repealed. 





JJ. And it is hereby enacted, that f-sm the 

day of an Assessment at a rate 
not exceeding ten per cent. to be fixed from time 
to time, as he shall think fit, by the Chief Civil 
Authority within the incorporated Settlement of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
shall be levied every half-year in advance on the 
actual or estimated rents of all Houses, Shops and 
other Buildings situated within the said Settlement 
and the dependencies and places now or hereafter 
to be subordinate or annexed thereto, to be paid 
by the Tenant or Tenants, or Occupier or Occu- 
piers of such Houses, Shops and other Buildings 
ut the time of such Assessment Provided always, 
that the several Houses or Buildings specified in 
Schedule A hereunto annexed, shall be exempted 
from Assessment under this Act. 


III, And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day aforesaid an Assessment at a fate 
not exceeding five per cent. to be fixed from 
time to time as he shall see fit, by the said Chief 
Civil Authority shall be levied half-yearly or 
annually upon the actual rent or upon the 
value of the net produce derived from all 
lands situated in the said Settlement and_ places 
held, possessed or used for purposes of agriculture 
or cultivation of any description whatsoever. Pro- 
vided always, that no Assessment shall be charged 
on any rent paid as quit rent to the Mast India 
Company for lands held under leases or other 
titles from the said Company, and that the pro- 
duce of lands of less extent than three (3) acres 
used for the cultivation uf Paddy, Siri oi Vegeta- 
bles, and lands of which the annual net produce 
shall be less than ‘en Spanish Dollars, if it shall 
be the sole assessable property of any one or more 
persons shail be exempted from the payment of 
any Assessment under this Act. 


TV. And it is hereby enacted, that in order to 
ascertain the value of the net produce of any such 
Jands for any one year or half-year for the purpose 
of levying such Assessment the amount of outlay 
actually paid and expended during that particular 
period in and upon the lands yielding such pro- 
duce and in the manufacture of any such produce 
(not including either the purchase money of such 
Janda, or the original outlay thereon, or the cost 
or purchase money of any articles of Machinery 
used or employed, or of any Buildings erected 
thereon) shall be deducted from the estimated 
value, at the then local current rate, of *the gross 
quantity or amount of produce whether manufac- 
tured or otherwise derived from such lands, and 
that upon the overplus or net balance value so 
ascertained the said Assessment shall be levied and 

aid. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that in order to 
facilitate the collecting of Assessment on Jands in 
manner specified in Section IV. of this Act, it shall 
and may be lawful for the Collector or other Officer 
appointed in manner hereinafter mentioned to 
collect the same at each of the said Stations of 
Prince of Wales’ laland, Singapore and Malacca, 
to require the Owner, Occupier, Agent, Superin- 
tendent or other person in charge of any such 
lands to furnish him either annually or half 
yearly in writing under his or their hand or hands 
with a true and detailed statement of the 
gross and actual quantity and amount of pro- 
duce of what nature and kindsoaver yielded 
by the said land or manufactured therefrom 


during either of the said periods, and likewise a . 


true and detailed statement of the amount of 
actual outlay paid and expended in the cultivation 
of the said land andin the preparation or magu- 


facture of the produce thereof during the like 
periods, which said statements shall be verified by 
oath or affirmation to be made by such person or 
persons befure one of Her Majesty's Justices of 
the Peace at such Station (who is hereby autho- 
rized and required to administer the same) if there. 
to required by the eaid Collector or other Officer as 
‘aforesaid. And any person or persons who shal! re. 
fuse to make such oath or affirmation, or who shall 
refuse to furnish such statement, shall on conviction 
thereot before the Court of Quarter Session gt 
such Station, be liable to pay a fine not exceeding 
Two Hundred Spanish Dollars, and ia default of 
payment thereof to be imprisoned for a term not 
exceeding two months. 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day aforesaid a Tax shall be levied haif- 
yearly in advance on all Carriages, Waggona, 
Carts, Horses, Mules and Elephants in use or 
kept within the said Settlement and places to be 
charged on the Owner or Owners thegeof at the 
following rates, that is to say: 


On every four or three wheeled Car- 

riage, Per aNNUM, ose 0 eee vee 10 Sp. Drs, 
On every two wheeled Carriage, per 

ANNUM, 6. eee eee wee eee eee «68 Sp. Drs, 
On every Waggon drawn by man or 

beast per aNuUM, «ee oe one Bg 
On every Cart drawn by any descrip- 

tion of Cattle, per aunum, ... .. 6 4, 
On every Cart drawn by man, per 

ANNUM, ose cos ove coe cee cre gg 
On every Horse or Mule, per annum, 2 __,, 
On every Klephant, per annum, ...

and that if the payment of any such Tax shall not be 
duly made it shall be lawful for any Justice of the 
Peace upon being satisfied that due diligence has 
been used to obtain payment, to issue his Warrant 
for levying the amount of such Tax by seizing 
and selling the Goods and Chattels of the person 
or persous so charged with the payment. of such 
Tax and so making default. Provided always, 
that the several vehicles and animals, specified in 
Schedule B hereunto annexed, shall be exempted 
from the payment of any ‘Tax under this Act. 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that the Chief 
Civil Authority of the said Settlement shall bave 
power to appoint a Collector or Collectors, or such 
other Officer or Officers as may be deemed requi- 
site for the collection of the Assessment and Taxes 
leviable under this Act at the several Stations of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
and the dependencies and places subordinate or 
annexed thereto respectively. 


VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that in any 
case where payment shall not be duly made of any 


- Assessment charged and demanded under autho- 


rity of this Act, the Collector or other Officer ap- 
pointed to collect the same shall certify in writing 
such non-payment to any Justice of the Peace who, 
if he shall be satisfied that due diligence has been 
used to obtain payment, and that the eame. has 
been improperly withheld, shall issue his Warrant 
for levying the amount of such Assessment by seiz- 
ure and sale of any Goods and Chattels and growing 
Crops whatsoever aud to whomsgever belonging 
in or upun the Houses, Shops or other Buildings, 
or iu or upon the lands respectively charged, and | 
the overplus, if any, after deducting the expences 
of such seizure and sale whall be paid to the Owner 
or Owners of the Goods, Chattels ‘or growing 
Crops so seized and sold, of to the ‘person or pers 
ree - whose possession the same miy’ live began 
ound, a + : hy,

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
competent for the Collector or other Officer ap- 
ointed to collect the aforesaid Assessment and 
Taxes at the said Stations of Prince of Wales’ 
Island, Singapore and Malacca in lieu of proceed- 
ing against defaulters by Warrant of Distress as 
aforesaid, to sue in his name for the recovery of 
any arrears through any Court of Justieg to which 
such defaulters shall or may be amenable. 


X. And it is hereby enacted, that the Court of 
Quarter Session of the said Settlement shall have 
power to hear and determine in such manner as to 
the said Court shall seem just all appeals by 
parties who may feel themselves aggrieved by, or 
who may have any reason to object to any demand 
for payment of any Assessment or Tax leviable 
under this Act whether on the ground of surcharge 
or otherwise, provided always, that before any ap- 
plication for any such appeal shall be entertained 
by the said Court the party or parties making the 
same shall first pay the amount of the Assessment 
or Tax charged, and give notice in writing of his 
or their intention to appeal to the Collector or 
other Officer by whom such Assessment or Tax 
may have been demanded. 


XI. And it is hereby enacted, that no a#ppeal 
shall be allowed by the said Court of Quarter 
Session unless the same shall have been made and 
prosecuted within three months from the time of 
payment of the amount of Assessment or ‘Tax de- 
manded and delivery of such notice to the Collec- 
tor or other Officer aforesaid. : 


XII. And it is hereby enacted, that the 
monies collected from the Assessment and Taxes 
leviable under this Act at the said several 
Stations of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singa- 
pore and Malacca shall be called the “ Muricipal 
fund,” and that the same or so much thereof as 
shall be required shall be applied in manner 


hereinafter mentioned, towards the. payment and: 


maintenance of an etlicient Police and of an Estab- 
lishment for the collection of the said Assessment 
and Taxes at each of the said Stations; and also 
towards the efficient watching, repairing, renewing, 
cleanring, draining and keeping in repair the public 
Roads and Streets and all other public thorough- 
fares in Town and Country at each of the said 
Stations and places; and also towards the repairing, 
renewing, building, rebuilding, cleansing and 
securely upholding all public Bridges, Canals, 
Sluices, Sewers and Sluice-gates made for or in 
the occupation or use of the public at the said 
Stations and places either made, commenced or 
hereafter to be made; and also towards the light- 
ing of the said public Streets and Bridges, and to 
the effeeting of other purposes necessary for the 
comfort and protection of the inhabitants of the 
said Settlement and places. Provided always, that 
all Roads, Streets and Bridges leading to and 
terminating at any Government House and other 
Building balonging to Government, or any Military 
Post, Berracks or Cantonment, or any Huspitul, 
Poor House, Sailor’s Home or other Benevolent 
or Charitable Institution under the patronage of 
Goverument, or any place of public rg shall 
be deemed to be Public Roads, Streets and Bridges 
within the meaning of this Act. 


XIII And whereas it is desirable, that a cer- 
tain number of the Rate-payers of the said Settle- 
ment should from time to time be appointed to 
assist the Government in the management of the 
said Municipal Fund, as well as in the performance 
of other Municipal Acts hereinafter mentioned : 
It is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 


Chief Civil Authority of the said Settlement for 
the time being, from time to time, fo nominate and 
appoint at each of the said Stations of Prince of 
Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, a Muncipal 
Committee to consist of five resident Rate-payers, 
of whom two shall be Officers of the local Govern- 
ment; and that it shall be competent for the said 
Municipal Committee in conjunction with the 
satd Chief Civil Authority, and under and in con- 
formity with such orders and instructions as may 
from time to time be issued by the Governor of 
Bengal, to make order for the performance of the 
several objects and purposes specified and con- 
tained in Section XII. of this Act for which pro- 
vision is thereby directed to be made out of the 
said Municipal Fund; and to authorize and sanc- 
tion the payment and disbursement of all Bills 
and Charges for the same. Provided, nevertheless, 
that it shall be competent for the said Chief Civil 
Authority at any time, if he shall think fit, to 
refer any matter or thing whatsoever herein to be 
done and performed for the sanction or instruc- 
tions of the Governor of Bengal, accompanied by 
the opinion or observations thereon of the said 
Municipal Committee, and that nothing in this 
Act contained shall be construed to affect any of 
the provisions of Act No. LIL. of 1847. 


XIV. And“{t is hereby enacted, that the said 
Municipal Committee shall have power to make 
Rules and Regulations, subject to the approval of 
the said Chief Civil Authority, for more fully and 
effectually carrying ont and performing the objects 
and purposes specified in Section XIIT. of this 
Act, and to alter or amend the same from time to 
time as may be necessary subject to the like 
approval. 


XV. And it is hereby enacted, that as soon 
after the Ist day of January in every year as may 
be practicable, the Collector or other Officer ap- 
pointed to collect the Assessment and ‘Taxes un- 
der this Act at each of the said Stations of Prince 
of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, shall 
prepare a detailed Statement of the said Munici- 
pal Fund exhibiting the sums collected under the 
respective heads of Assessment, Taxes or other- 
wise during the preceding year, and shewing also 
the disbursements which have been made during 
the same period, and that the said Statement shall 
be published at the Station to which it relates in a 
Newspaper, and if such Station shall have no 
Newspaper then the publication sh&ll be made in 


some Newspaper at any of the other Stations; and 


the said Statement shall also be open to general 
inspection at the Office of such Collector or other 
Officer for a period of one month from the date of 
ite publication. 


XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Officer 
Superintending the Police at each of the said Sta- 
tions of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and 
Malacea, shall between the Ist and 15th day of 
January in every year, require the Owners of all 
Palanquin Carriages, Carts, and other Vehicles, 
kept in such Station for the purpose of being let 
to Bite for the conveyance of passengers or goods 
to enter such Palanquin Carriages, Carts and 
other Vehicles, in a Register ,to be kept for that 
purpose at the Police Office of such Station. And 
every Owner of a Palanquin Carriage, Cart or 
other Vehicle subject to such registration who shall 
omit or refuse to enter such Vehicle at the Police 
Office in manner aforesaid, shall on conviction be- 
fore a Justice of the Peace, pay for eadh offence a 
fine not exceeding Twenty Spanish Dollais, with 
costs of prosecution to be recoverable on non-pay- 
ment by Warrant of Distress and sale under the

And itis herétiy enacted, that no Aseess- 
ment or Charge made under-authority of this Act 
shall be impeached pr affected by reason of any 
mistake in the nathe of any person liable to Aa- 
sessment or Tax, or of any thing chargeable with 
Assessment or Tax, or any mistake in the afmount 
of Assessment or Tax charged provided the direc- 
tions of this Act ba in substance and effect com- 
plied with; and that no proceedings or other 
matter or thing had or done under this Act shall 
be quashed or set aside for want of form in any 
Court or Courts of Justice. -

General Orders by the Right Hon'ble the Governor

. Sirn,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
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ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to he forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the stnmuited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not 80 marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express I] dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not espectally 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been e«perienced by par- 
ties in Caleutta; but intend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the publie becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
he Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 

3d.—The pubhe ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark © per Iexpress” on letters 
exceeding two tolus in weight, because such letters 
eannot he so dispatched. ‘They wall invariably be 
detained (1s was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail.) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Express. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
ith that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked * per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Goverument Express Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked © per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th—The new rule limits the weiht of a 
Newspaper to 3 ¢o/as, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invamably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to aend two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall coutinue the practice until 
i receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

An Act for remedyina a defect in the Law reqard- 
ing undiscovered defaults in the prosecution of 
Suits. 

Whereas inconvenience has resulted from the 
rule that the discovery of defaults m the prose- 
cution of suits and appeals brought in any Court 
of the East India Company, within the ‘Territo- 
ries subject to the Presidencies of Bengal and 
Madras, invalidates all proceedings in such suits 
and appeals, which may have been had since the 
occurrence of such default : 


It is hereby enacted, that in the said Courts 
every default of a plaintiff or appellant, in all 
suits or appeals now pending or hereafter to be 
brought, and in all suits which have been decided 
but are still open to appeal, shall be held to be 
dured whenever the opposite party, passing over 
the default, shall have taken any step in the suit 
or appeal, and whenever the Court shall have 
passed judgment in the suit or appeal, whether 
such opposite party shall or shall not have taken 
any fick step.

An Act to repeal Acts No. XII. of 1889 and 
No. XII. of 1840, and to raise funds for Police and 
Municipal purposes throughout the Settlement of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca,

I. It is hereby enacted, that from and after the

day of an Assessment at a rate 
not exceeding ten per cent. to be fixed from time 
to time, as he shall think fit, by the Chief Civil 
Authority within the meorporated Settlement of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
shall be levied every half-year in advance on the 
actual or estimated rents of all Houses, Shops and 
other Buldings situated within the said Settlement 
and the depend: necies and places now or hereafter 
to be subordinate or annexed thereto, to be paid 
by the ‘Penant or Tenants, or Occupier or Occu- 
piers of such Houses, Shops and nies Burldings 
at the time of such Assessment Provided always, 
that the several Houses or Buildings specified in 
Schedule A hereunto annexed, shall be exempted 
from Assessment under this Act. 


Ill. And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day aforesaid an Assessment at a rate 
not excecding five per cent. to be fixed from 
time to time as he shall see fit, by the said Chief 
Civil Authority shall be levied half-yearly or 
annually upon the actual rent or upon the 
value of the net produce derived from all 
lands situated in the said Settlement and places 
held, possessed or used for purposes of agriculture 
or cultivation of any description whatsoever, Pro 
vided always, that no Assessment shall be charged 
on any rent paid as quit rent to the East India 
Company for lands beld under leases or other 
titles from the said Company, and that the pro- 
duce of lands of less extent than three (3) acres 
vee for the cultivation of Paddy, Siri or egeta- 
bles, and lands of which the annual net produce 
shall be less than ‘I'en Spanish Dollars, if it shall 
be the sole assessable property of any one or more 
persons shall be exempted from the payment of 
any Assessment under this Act. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that in order to 
ascertain the value of the net produce of any auch 
lands for any one year or half-year for the purpose 
of levying such Assessment the amount of outlay 
actually paid and expended during that particular 


period in and upon the lands yielding such pro- 
duce and in the manufacture of any such produce 
(not including either the purchase money of such 
lands, or the original outlay thereon, or the cost 
or purchase money of any articles of Machinery 
used or employed, or of any Buildings erected 
thereon) shall be deducted frum the estimated 
value, at the then local current rate, of the gross 
quantity or amount of produce whether manufac- 
tured or otherwise derived from such lands, and 
that upon the overplus or net balance value so 
ascertained the said Assessmeut shall be levied and 
paid, 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that in order to 
facilitate the collecting of Assessment on lands in 
manner specified in Section IV. of this Act, it shall 
and may be lawful for the Culleetor or other Officer 
appointed in manner hereinafter-~ mentioned to 
collect the same at each of the said Stations of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
to require the Owner, Occupier, Agent, Superin- 
tendent or other person in charge of any such 
lands to furnish him = either annually or half 
yearly in writing under his or their hand or hands 
with a true and detailed statement of the 
gross and actual quantity and amount of  pro- 
duce of what nature and kindsoever yielded 
by the said Jand or manufactured therefrom 
during either of tho said periods, and likewise a 
true and detailed statement of the amount of 
actual outlay paid and expended in the cultivation 
of the said land and in the preparation or manu-

Sirk,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 


er. I have the bonor to suggest for your con- 


sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
canule Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dimited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—By the last léxpress 1 dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had I not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Caleutta; but Iintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
he Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 


3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the xpress. 


4th.—lI shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with a list of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
ith that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per I:xpress,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government [:xpress. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 


5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 folas, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until

Resolution —The President in Council resolves 
that, in accordance with the spirit of the intention 
of the Hon’ble the Court of Directors, the Con- 
struction of Section XI. of the Absentee Regula- 
tions which determines that leave of absence on 
private affairs, without loss of allowances, shal! be 
granted at the pleasure of Government, and when 
it is attended with no inconvenience or expense to 
the State in one period only, whether for a whole 
month or less, and not in detached portions to 
complete one month within the year, shall be the 
General Rule of guidance, and that the term 
“year” shall be held to mean the Calendar year, 
commencing with the Ist of January, and ending 
with the 3ist December; but, that, as an excep- 
tion to this Rule, it shall be discretional with the 
several Local Governments, where good cause is 
shewn for the indulgence, and it is attended with 
no public inconvenience, to sanction leave of 
absence under Section XI, to such parties as may 
not have occasion to apply for the whole at once, 
in instalments not to exceed in the aggregate one 
month within the Calendar year, on the under- 
standing that no leave can be granted for any fresh 
Calendar year until the completion of three months 
from the expiration of the entire leave, or of the 
last mstalment of leave taken in the past Calen- 
dar year.

Sirn,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, | have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing fo the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the fimited weight of two ‘olas ;:and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—By the last Iexpress I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had I not done so, great disap- 
pointment would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta; but lintend to disecoutinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
he Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 


3d.—The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark “ per [xpregs” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weiyht, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail,) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched aftcr the xpress. 


4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of “ Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected thete- 
ith that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Lexpress,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future. be 
forwarded by the Gevernment Express, Somo of 
the Newspaper Oifices have as many as six Over- 
Jand Papers marked “ per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 


Sth.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 tolus, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May Jast, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. I have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to each Office, without reference 
to that limit, and shall contipue the practice until

person employed by them in the performance and 
execution of their or his duty, or any thing which 
they are respectively required or authorized to do 
by virtue, or in consequence of this Act, every 
such person so offending shall for every such 
offence on conviction before a Magistrate, forfeit 
and pay any sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

VI. And it is enacted, that every Commis- 
sioner and the Surveyor, and Clerk to the Com- 
missioners, with such Assistants as they may 
require, shall for the purpuses of this Act, have full 
power and authority at all seasonable hours in the 
day time to enter, or to direct his subordinate 
Officers to enter into and upon any land or tene- 
ment, and in and upon the land on which any 
house, building or other erection is built or build- 
ing, or intended to be built, and into and upon any 
buildings or any part thereof without being lable 
to any action at Law or Suit in Equity, or any 
other legal proceedings or molestation whatsoever 
for or on account of such cutry, or of any thing 
done or to be done in any part thereof in pursuance 
of this Act. Provided that none of the persons 
abovementioned shall enter upon any lands or 
tenements which may be occupied at the time 
unless with the consent of the occupier thereof, 
without previously giving the said occupier reason- 
able notice of his or their intention to du so. 

VII. And itis enacted, that the management 
and controul over all and every of the streets, 
public ways und public thoroughfares of every kind 
und description within the suid Town of Caleutta 
existing at the time of the passing of this Act, and 
of all parts of the said Town which shall hereafter 
become streets, public ways or public thoroughfares 
of any kind or descriptiou, and the pavements and 
other materials therein, and all erections and 
buildings, materials, implements or other things 
provided for the said streets, public ways and 
public thoroughfares by or under the authormty of 
the Government of Bengal, or by the Magistrates 
of Caleutta, or by the said Commisssioners, shall 
be the property of, and are hereby vested in the 
said Comunissioners as Trustees aforesaid. 


VIL. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the said Commissioners with the consent and 
approbation of the Government of Bengal to pave 
and water such of the streets, public ways and 
public thoroughfares existing in the said Town at 
the time of the passing of this Act, or at any 
future time as they shall think fit. 

1X. And it is enacted, that the said Commis- 
sioners shall keep in sufficient repair every street, 
public way ang public thoroughfare existing in the 
said Town at the time of passing this Act, or at any 
future time, and shall be liable to be indicted for 
not suficiently repairing the same.

X. And it is enacted, that if any person shal] 
displace, take up or make any alteration in the 
pavements, flags or other materials of any foot or 
carriage way in any street within the said Town 
without the consent in writing of the said Commis- 
sioners, or of their said Surveyor, or shall cauge 
any obstruction to, qr make any encroachment 
upon any street in the said Town, any such person 
so offending shall for every such offence on convie- 
tion before a Magistrate forfeit and pay a sum not 
exceeding Tifty Rupees. 

XI. And whereas it is essential to the health 
and convenience of the inhabitants that straight 
and spacious streets and thoroughfares should he 
continued where they have been begun, and should 
be opened at convenient and suitable distances 
where such do not at present exist so as to perfo- 
rate the mass of buildings within the said Town jn 
straight lines as nearly as may be from South to 
North, and from Eust to West, crossing each other 
at right angles, and from South East to North 
West and from South West to North East, cross- 
ing the straight lines abovementioned diagonally 
with large open spaces forming squares or circles 
at convenient and suitable distances from whence 
the said streets may conveniently diverge in lines 
without interruption to the river and to the open 
country without the said Town so far as the com- 
pletion of such plan may be practicable and where 
not entirely practicable upon a plan as nearly ap- 
proaching to such plan as may be: And whereas 
it is also expedient and necessary that the narrow 
lanes and gullys which compose the greater part. of 
the said Town inhabited by the Native inhabitants 
should be converted into such straight and spacious 
streets and thoroughfares formed as ubovemen- 
tioned due regard being had to the compensation of 
Owners of houses, buildings and grounds, which 
may be required to be vested in the said Commis- 
sloners for any such purposes as aforesaid : 

It is enacted, that as soon as may be after the 
passing of this Act, the said Commissioners shall 
cause plans to be made by their said local Surveyor 
and by other competent Surveyors, shewing the di- 
rectionand breadth of sach streets and thoroughfares, 
and the situations and dimensions of such open spaces 
tu form squares or circles as aforesaid, which in 
their opinion shall be the most suitable for carry- 
ing into effect the abovementioned objects, keeping 
in view the salubrity of the suid Town, the conveni- 
ence of communication within the same, and the 
economy with which the said improvements may 
be carried into execution, together with estimates 
of the expence of the necessary works and estimates 
of the probable value of the houses, buildings and 
grounds, which it will be necessary for the said 
Cominissioners to purchase for these purposes, and 
the said Commissioners shall select from the plans 
which shall be so furnished to them the one which 
they, or a majority of them, shall consider the “best 
and most a and shall transmit to the Secre- 
tary to the Government of Bengal, the said plan 
sad the resolution of the Commissionera thereupon 
for the consideration of the said Governor of Ben- 
gal, and upon the said Governor signifying through 
the said Secretary by writing, signed by the said 
Seeretary, his approval of such plan, the said Com- 
missioners shall proceed with all convenient speed 
tu carry the same into execution so far as the funds 
at their disposal, and the circumstances under 
which the works are to be carried into execution 
will allow, in conjunction with the other improve- 
ments contemplated by this Act, and in case the 
said Governor shall signify his isapproval of the 
plan so submitted to him, the said Commissioners 


shall cause another plan ta be drawn by the same 
or any other competent Surveyor, which pla shall 
in like manner be submitted by the said Commis- 
sioners to the said Governor, and so from time to 
time until such plan shall be finally approved of 
by the said Governor, and as soon as may be after 
such final approval of the said Governor shall be 
intimated to the said Commissioners as aforesaid, 
the said Commissioners shall proceed to carry the 
suid plan so approved into exccution with all such 
convenient speed as aforesaid. 

XII. And it is enacted, that the said plan 
having been so submitted to and having been ap- 
proved by the said Governor as aforesaid, the said 
Commissioners shall proceed in conformity with 
the provisions of Act No. of 184, with the 

urchase of such houses. buildings and grounds as 
it may be necessary to purchase for the execution 
of such plan, and shall upou such purchase being 
completed give orders to their said eal Surveyor 
to proceed with the said works without further re- 
ference to the said Governor. 


XIII. And whereas it is essentially necessary 
to the salubrity of the said Town to make provi- 
sion for the effectual sewerage and drainage of the 
same: 

It is enacted, that as soon as conveniently may 
be after the passing of this Act the said Com- 
missioners shall cause their said Surveyor to make 
a careful survey of the whole of the said Town, 
and in an accurate and distinct report to be framed 
by him to state what in his opinion are the defects 
of such sewerage, works and drains as shall at that 
time exist therem, and what alterations of the same, 
and what new main and other sewers and drains 
are necessary and proper for the effectual draining 
and clearing of the whole of the said Town, and 
what reservoirs, engines, sluices, penstocks and 
other works are required for properly flushing and 
cleansing out such sewers and drains, and at and 
from what places such drains and sewers respec- 
tively ought to commence, in what precise direction 
they are to be conducted, and at what places res- 
pectively they ought to terminate. 

XIV. And whereas it is of the most essential 
importance that all the inhabitants of the said 
Town should be supplied with good and wholesome 
water for drinking and for domestic purposes to 
the utmost extent that the local and other cireum- 
stances of the said ‘Town will permit, and especially 
that the poorer inhabitants thereof should be so 
supplied with water; and whereas supplics of water 
are also required for the efficient and wholesome 
cleansing and watering of the streets, and cleans- 
ing the main and other sewers and drains which 
may be constructed or maintained under the pro- 
visions of this Act: 

It is enacted, that the said Commissioners shall 
at the same time cause their said Surveyor to report 
upon the existing supplies of water in the said 
Town, the sufficiency or insufficiency of such supply 
for all the several a ae aforesaid, and the health- 
ful or palatable quulily as water for drinking of 
every description of water so supplied, or which the 
said Surveyor shall recommend in future to be sup- 
plied, and with a view to test the accuracy of his 
report upon this latter subject the said Commission- 
ers shall cause such water or waters to be analysed 
and reported on by competent Chemists and Medicul 
men, and the said Surveyor shall also state in his 
report from what point on the River Hvoghly, North 
of Calcutta, water in sufficient quantity can be con- 
veyed into the Lown for the domestic purposes of 
the said inhabitants, and for the efficient and whole- 
some cleansing and watering of the said streets, and 


cleansing the main and other sewers and drains 
which shall or may be constructed and maintained 
under the provisions of this Act, and shall state 
whether in his opinion one supply of water from 
one place can be commanded adequate to all these 
several purposes, and from what distance and at 
what probable expence, and what reservoirs, 
engines, sliices, canals, aqueducts, pipes and other 
works, and of what respective dimensions are re- 
quired for the adequate und abundant supply of 
such water for all such purposes as afuresaid. 


XV. And for carrying into ettect the purposes 
aforesaid it is enacted, that all sewers and drains, 
together with all buildings and other works, maze- 
rials and things therewith connected, and all canals, 
aqueducts, tanks and wells provided for or lawfully 
applied to public use, and which are net the pro- 
perty of any private person or persons, Logether 
with all buildings, engines, works, materials and 
things therewith connected existing in the said 
‘Town at the time of the passing of this Act, or 
which hereafter shall at any time be constructed 
and made therein whether constructed at the cost 
of the said Commissioners or otherwise, and the 
entire management and controul over the same, 
subject to the provisions hereinafter contained, shall 
be the property of, and are hereby vested in the 
said Commissioners as such Trustees as aforesaid. 


XVI. And it is enacted, that the said Coinmis- 
sioners shall cause to be constructed and made 
such and so many sewers and drains, and such 
and so many reservoirs, canals, aquedncts, en- 
gines and other works, and to be laid such and so 
many water pipes as shall in the opinion of the said 
Commissioners be necessary and proper for the 
effectual draining and cleansing of the whole of the 
Town aforesaid, and for the properly flushing and 
cleansing out such sewers in and under or across 
all or any of the streets and ways whether dedi- 
cated to the public use or not, roads and other 
places within the said Town, and if needful 
through and across all nnder ground cellars and 
vaults which they may find under any of the said 
streets, ways, roads or places, doing as little damage 
as may be, and also to canse such and so many rings 
and openings to be made or left in the sides of the 
snid sewers as will be sufficient for the making or 
branching any drain or drains from any or all of 
the houses built, and which may probably be built 
adjoining or near thereto into any of the said 
sewers as the said Commissioners shall think fit 
necessary and expedient for that purpcse; and in 
case it shall be found necessary for completing any 
of the aforesaid works to build, carry or continue 
the same in into or through any enclosed lands or 
other place not being a public way, it shall be 
lawi{ul for the said Commissioners to build, carry 
or continue the same in into or through the said 
lands or other places accordingly, and the said 
Commissioners may and shall cause such sewers 
to communicate with and empty themselves into 
any public river, stream, canal or water-course, 
or to cause the refuse from such sewers to be cun- 
veyed by an appropriate channel to the most von- 
venient site for its deposit, coblection and sale, and 
its application as manure for agricultural pur- 
poses or otherwise as they shall deem most expe- 
dient, but so that the same shall in no case become 
a public nuisance or annoyance to the neighbour- 
hood, and all such sewers, water-courses, canals 
reservoirs and other works and premises shall be 
the property of and are hereby vested in the said 
Commissioners, and shall be at all times under the 
care, control and management of the said Commis- 
sioners and of their Surveyor and Officers. 


XVII. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall have authority from time to time 
as they shall see fit, and they are hereby required 
to widen, deepen, embank, alter, arch over, amend, 
clean and scour out all or any of the sewers within 
the said Town as may be necessary, and also to 
cleanse and drain off into any sewers or otherwise 
abate all stagnant pools, ditches, tanks and other 
receptacles of foul water and filth existing within 
the said Town, whether the same be the private 
property of any person or persons or otherwise, 
and further in cases in which any of the existing 
or future sewers vested in the said Commissioners 
shall from any cause whatever appear to the said 
Commissioners to have become useless or unneces- 
sary, it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
if they shall think fit so to do to take up, stop, fill 
in and discontinue such old sewers in such man- 
ner that the same shall not be or become a nui- 
sance or annoyance to the neighbourhood. 


AVIV. And it is enacted, that before begin- 
ning to dig or lay the foundations of any new 
house within the said Town, or to re-build any 
house therein, and also before making any drain 
for the purpose of draining water dircetly or in- 
directly from any land or tenement into any 
sewer under the jurisdiction of the said Com- 
missioners, fourteen clear days notice in writ- 
ing shall be given to the Clerk to the said Com- 
missioners by delivering the same to him, or 
leaving it at his office by the person intend- 
ing to build or re-build such house, or to make 
such drain, and every ruch foundation shall 
be laid at such level as the said Surveyor of 
the said Commissioners shall direct, and every such 
branch drain shall be made in such direction, man- 
ner and form, and of such materials and workman- 
ship as the said Surveyor shall order, and the 
making of every such drain shall be under the 
survey and control of the said Commissioners ; and 
in default of such notice, or if such building or 
drain shall be begun or made without or in any 
respect contrary to any order of the said Surveyor, 
or of the provisions of this Act, it shall be lawful 
for the said Commissioners to cause such building 
to be demolished, and to cause such drain to be 
relaid, amended or remade as the case may require, 
and to cause the expenses thereof to be levied and 
repaid to them from and by the Owner thereof’ in 
the manner hereinafter provided. 


XIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for any person at his own expence to make or 
branch any drain into any of the sewers vested in 
the said Commissioners, or authorized to be made 
by virtue of this Act, or otherwise acquired by the 
said Commissioners, such drain being made of such 
a size and in such x» manner of communication in 
all respects as the said Surveyor of the said Com- 
missioners shall direct or appoint, and for that pur- 
pose to take up and remove so much of the pave- 
ment and other materials of any street, as may be 
required unless the said Commissioners shall con- 
sent and agree which they are hereby authorized 
to do to form so much and such portion of such 
drain as shall lead from the point of communication 
in such sewer to the extremity of such street, and 
in case any person shall make or branch any drain 
into any of the said sewers so vested in the said 
Conimissioners, or authorized to be made under 
and by virtue of this Act of a larger size, or in a 
different manner and form of communication than 
shall be directed or appointed by the said Survey- 
or, every person go offending shall for every such 
offence forfeit and pay on conviction before a Ma- 
gistrate a sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees. 


XX. And whereas it would tend to insure g 
greater efficiency and economy in the execution of 
works if the same were executed by persons under 
the immediate direction and controul of the Sur. 
veyor of the said Commissioners, it is enacted, that 
it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to con. 
tract and ayree with the Owners of any houses or 
other teneinents within the said Town, that any 
drains required to be made by such Owners shal! 
be constructed and made by the Surveyor of the 
said Commissioners, and the cost price of making 
such drains (as certified by the said Surveyor of 
the said Commissioners) shall be repaid by such 
Owners to the said Comnnissioners, and in defauit 
of such payment the same may be recovered in the 
manner hereinafter provided, 


XXII. And whereas the noxious effluvia exha]. 
ing from gully holes of sewers and drains has been 
found to be injurious to health, and it is therefore 
expedient that some provision should be made in 
respect thereof tv obviate the same, it is enacted, 
that the said Commissioners and the Owners of an 
private drains in the Town aforesaid, shall by pro- 
viding proper traps or other coverings, or by ven- 
tilation, or by such other ways and means as shall 
be practicable for that purpose effectually prevent 
the effluvia of sewers and drains from exhaling 
from gully holes, gratings or any other openings 
whatsoever of drains or sewers in streets or other 
places, and in case the Owner of any private sewer 
or drain shall neglect or delay so to do, the Sur- 
veyor of the said Commissioners shall give him 
notice effectually to prevent the effluvia of such 
sewer or drain from so exhaling, and if the same 
shall not be effectually done by such Owner within 
ten days after such notice shall have been given 
him, the suid Surveyor shall forthwith provide and 
apply proper traps or other coverings, or such other 
means as aforesaid so as effectually to prevent such 
effuvia from exhaling and the cxpence incurred 
thereby shall be paid by the Owner of such sewer 
or drain to be recovered in manner hereinafter 
mentioned. 

XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall 
be lawful for the said Cominissioners and their suid 
Surveyor, and they and he are hereby required 
when any of the streets, public ways or public 
thoroughfares, vested in them shall be under repair, 
or where any sewers or drains are making, or shall 
be under repair to take proper precautions against 
danger by shoreing up and protecting the ad- 
joining houses, and to fia and place, or cause to be 
fixed and placed such, and so many bars, chains 
or posts across, or in any of the said streets, public 
ways or public thoroughfares to prevent the pass- 
ing and repassing of carriages, carts or other vehi-+ 
cles, cattle or horses during the time of such works 
and repairs being carried on, as shall be necessary 
and proper, and the said Commissioners and their 
said Surveyor shall cause any sewer or drain or 
other works during the construction or repait 
thereof by them to be well and sufficiently lighted 
and attended by fit and proper persons during the 
night to prevent accidents, and if any person shall 
take down, alter or remove any of the said bars, 
chains or posts, or extinguish any light attached 
to or connected with the said bars, chains or posts 
without the authority or consent of the Surveyor 
of the said Commissioners, every such person 80 
offending shall for every such offence forfeit and 
pay on conviction before a Mayistrate any sum not 
exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

XXITL And it is enacted, that the asid Com- 
missioners shall with a due regard to the conveni- 
ence and the preservation of the health of the in- 


habitants of the said Town give strict orders to 
their said Surveyor to cause, and their said Sur- 
veyor shall duly cause all the streets, ways, tho- 
roughfares and alleys thereof whether dedicated to 
the use of the public or not, together with the foot 
pavements or footpaths from time to time to be pro- 
perly swept and cleansed, and all dust, dirt and 
filth of every sort which may be found thereon to 
be collected and removed therefrom, and all the 
soil ashes, rubbish and filth to be taken and carried 
away from the houses and premises of the inhabi- 
tants of the said Town at convenient hours and 
times, and shall cause all or any of the privies and 
cesspools within the said Town to be cleansed and 
emptied In a sufficient and proper manner as. shall 
be required, and that the said Surveyor shall from 
time to time give public notice on what days, at 
what times in every week the said streets, public 
ways and public thoroughfares shall be swept and 
cleansed, and such dirt, dust and night soil, rub- 
bish, filth and ashes carried away, and how and in 
what manner the same shall be carried away and 
where the same shall be deposited, and shall give 
such orders and directions as to the said Surveyor 
acting under the orders and control of the said 
Commissioners shall appear proper and necessary, 
and it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
to purchase or hire any carts, carriages and other 
machines, and also any horses or cattle for the bet- 
ter executing and performing any of the above 
duties. 


XXIV. And it is enacted. that the dirt, dust, 
night soil and filth to be so collected from the said 
streets, thoroughfares, alleys, footways, privies, 
sewers and cesspools, and all the dust, ashes and 
rubbish to be collected, taken and carried away 
from all and every of the houses and elsewhere 
within the said Town shall be the property of the 
said Commissioners, and are hereby vested in them ; 
and the said Commissioners shall have full power 
to sell and dispose of the same through their said 
Clerk or Surveyor for the purpose of this Act as 
they shall think proper, and the money arising 
from the sale thereof shall be applied for the pur- 
pose of this Act, and the person aera the 
same shall have full power and authority to take, 
carry away and dispose of the same for his own 
proper use and benefit. 


XXV. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Commissioners for the purpose of 
‘watering the said streets, public ways and public 
thorotighfares in the said Town to sink wells and 
Jay, erect and place pipes, conduits and pumps in 
any of the said streets, public ways or public tho- 
roughfares, and to provide any other apparatus 
proper for that purpose, and to remove and alter 
the same when and as the said Commissioners shull 
think proper, and it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners, and they are hereby required to 
excavate and provide a sufficient number of’ spaci- 
ous and convenient tanks or sufficient runs of water 
through the said Town for the inhabitants to bathe 
in at suitable and prone? times and in suitable and 
proper places as may beat serve to unite the health 
and comfort of the labouring population with public 
‘decency, making due allowance for the habits and 
customs of the country. 


XXXVI. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Commissioners, and they are here- 
by required from time to time to make such Bye- 
laws as they shall think fit for all or any of the 
purposes following, that is to say, 


For preventing nuisances in any streets or near 
_thercto and effecting cleanliness therein. 


For making regulations for thé.registering and 
inspection of slaughter houses and markets, and 
for keeping the same in a cleanly and proper state, 
and for removing filth therefrom at Jeast once in 
every twenty-four hours, and for requiring that 
they shall be provided with a sufficient supply of 
water. 

For the punishment of persons selling unwhole- 
some meat, fish, vegetables, sweetmeats and grain, 
for the food of man, and for seizing and condemn- 
ing the same. 

For regulating the duties of scavengers, and for 
regulating the management of urinals and privies. 

For making regulations for cleansing filthy and 
unwholesome dwellings. 

For supplying private houses with water from 
the public reser voirs. 

For making regulations to prevent persons bath- 
ing and washing their bodies in tanks and water-~ 
courses provided for the domestic uses of the inha- 
bitants of the said Town and to limit the hours of 
bathing in the tanks and water-courses provided 
for the purpose of bathing in such manner ag shall 
appear tu the said Commissioners necessary to the 
health, cleanliness and comfort of the labouring 
population. 


For enforcing upon the inhabitants of the said 
Town the performance of such acts and the absti- 
nence from such acts as an emightened regard to 
the health, cleanliness and decency of the said 
Town ought to induce them to perform and to ab- 
stain from due consideration being had for the feel- 
ings, manners and customs of the various races of 
which the said inhabitants consist. 


For ascertaining and fixing what pecuniary pe- 
naltics shall be incurred by persons breaking such 
Bye-laws. Provided always, that no such last 
mentioned penalty shall exceed for any one offence 
the sum of Fifty Rupees, nor in case of continuing 
nuisance the sum of Five Rupees for every day. 
during which such nuisance shall be continued and 
unremedied. 


XXVII. And it is enacted, that no Bye-law 
made under the powers for that purpose herein 
last contained shall be of any force until the same 
shall have been laid before the Governor of the 
Presidency of Fort William in Bengal and his ap- 
probation thereof, and that of the Governor Gene- 
ral in Council, shall have heen certified to the said 
Commissioners under his hand by the Secretary to 
the Government of Fort Williaa in Bengal, nor 
until the expiration of forty days after the same 
Bye-law shall have been published once in two of 
the Calcutta Newspapers, and a copy of such Bve- 
law with a declaration thereon, signed by the 
Clerk to the said Commissioners that the same has 
beon approved by the said Governor and published 
in two Newspapers as aforesaid with the date of 
such publication, shall be received us evidence of 
such Bye-law, and of the approval and publishing 
thereof as aforesaid in all Courts of Law and Equi- 
ty and before all Magistrates. 


XXVIII, And it is enacted, that all Bye-laws 
made in pursuance of this Act shall be printed, 
and a copy thereof shall be posted up and continue 
so posted in the Office of the Clerk of the said Com- 
missioners, and copies thereof shall be delivered to 
any person who may apply for the same on pay- 
ment of such sum as the said Commissioners shall 
think fit not exceeding Four Annas, 


XXIX. And itis enacted, that all the provyi- 
sions hereinafter contained relative to offences 
against this Act punishable upon summary convic- 
tion shall be taken to apply to all offences commited 


in breach of any Bye-law made by the said Com- 
missioners by virtue of this Act. 


XXX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the said Commissioners to direct any prosecu- 
tion for any public nuisance whatsoever, which 
shall be permitted or suffered within the said 
‘Town, and to order proceedinys to be taken for 
the recovery of any penalties and for the punish- 
ment of any persons offending against the provi- 
sions of this Act, and to direct and order the ex- 
pences of sucit prosecutions and other proceedings 
to be paid and borne by and out of the funds placed 
at the disposal of the said Commissioners under 
the provisions of this Act. 


XXXL. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Commissioners to sue and be sued, 
to prerer any bill of indictment or information, or 
to take any other proceeding against any person 
who shall steal, take, or carry away, or wilfully 
deface or injure any property, articles, or thing 
belonging to the said Commissioners, and in every 
such case it shall be sufficient to state generally 
the property, article, or thing, in respect of which 
such proceeding shall have been taken, to be the 
property of the said Commissioners. 


XXXIT. And it is enacted, that nothing in 
this Act contained shall be construed to render 
lawful any act or omission on the part of any per- 
gon which is or but for this Act would be deemed 
and adjudged to be a nuisance at Common Law, 
nor to exempt any person guilty of a nuisance at 
Common Law from prosecution or action in res- 
pect thereof. Provided always, that if any person 
convicted of an offence under this Act shall have 
paid the whole amount adjudged to be paid under 
such conviction, and the costs thereof in every such 
case he shall be released from all further or other 
criminal proceedings for the same offence. 


XXXILE. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commussioners, and they are 
hereby empowered with the consent and approba- 
tion of the said Governor and subject to the res- 
trictions hereinafter contained, to contract and 
agree with any person or persons for supplying the 
said Town or any part thereof with water for the 
purposes of this Act, and with the like consent to 
agree, with any person having and willing to dis- 
pose of the same, for the absolute purchase for any 
purpose which the said Commissioners shall think 
necessary for obtaining and protecting such supply 
of water as aforesaid, of any water-works, streams 
or waters, lunds, tenements, easements, heredita- 
ments, fixtures, machinery, or other property, or 
to tuke a lease thereof for any term of years and 
subject to such conditions as shall be agreed upon 
between the parties, and also with the like consent 
and approbation to grant to any person or persons 
contracting to supply the said Town or any part 
thereof, with water, a lease fur any term not 
exceeding twenty-one years, of any water-works, 
machinery, streams, waters, lands, tenements, ease- 
ments, rivlits, privilexes and advantages belonging 
to or acquired by or which may belong to or be 
acquired by or be vested in the said Commissioners 
Sader any of the powers or authorities in this Act 
contained so as to enable such uae or persons 80 
contracting the more effectually and efficiently to 
procure and supply water in pursuance of any such 
contract or agreement, and every such lease so to 
be granted by the said Commissioners may be made 
subject to such conditions and stipulations as to 
the supplying water for the purposes of this Act, 
or any of them as may be agreed upon between 
the respective parties thereto. Provided always, 


that no lease or contract made in pursuance of the 
powers hereinbefore contained shall be valid or 
effectual for any purpose whatsoever unless the 
said Governor’s approval of the same shall be teg- 
tified by writing endorsed on such lease or contract 
under the hand of the Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of Bengal. 


XXXIV. And itis enacted, that if it shall be 
neceasary or advantageous for the purpose of carry- 
ing into execution any plan or mode of supplying 
water to the said Town that the said Commissioners 
should avail themselves of any of the powers in 
this Act contained which authorize the said Com- 
missioners or their Lessees to take or enter upon 
lands without the consent of the Owners and 
Occupiers thereof for the purpose of constructing, 
improving or enlarging any water-works then, and 
in every such case, the said Commissioners shall 
cause 2 map or plan to be prepared on a scale of 
not less than one inch to sixty-six feet describing 
the sources from which any supplies of water are 
intended to be procured, the situation of the in- 
tended water-works and the line and course of 
any intended aqueducts, conduits, tunnels, pipes or 
other channels for conveying water to or from the 
said intended source of supply aud the lands 
through which the same respectively are intended 
to be carried, together with a book of reference 
containing the names of the Owners or reputed 
Owners, Lessees or reputed Lessees and Occupiers 
respectively of any lands intended to be taken for 
the purpose of erecting any works thereon, or to 
be used for the purpose of carrying any tunnels, 
pipes, channels or water-works through the same, 
and one copy of such plan and book of reference 
shall be deposited in the Office of the Clerk to the 
said Commissioners, and shall be open at all rea- 
sonable times there to the inspection of all parties 
interested therein, and another copy of such plan 
and book of reference shall be furnished to the said 
Surveyor of the said Commissioners, and notice of 
such intended works and of the place in which such 
plan is deposited shall be given by the said Com- 
inissioners tu all parties interested in any lands 
intended to be taken or used for any of the above 
purposes, through which it is intended to carry any 
tunnels, pipes, conduits or other works, or to such 
of the said parties as shall after diligent enquiry be 
known to the said Commissioners, and such notice 
shall also be published in two or more of the 
Calcutta Newspapers at least once in each of two 
successive weeks, ; 


XXXV. And it is enacted, that as soon as 
may be after the expiration of one Calendar month 
from the date of the last publication of such notice 
the said Surveyor shall vive notice ky publication 
in such Newspapers in manner aforesaid that he 
will within one week from the date of the last of 
such publications attend upon such lands and point 
out to such as may meet him there and desire to 
be informed thereof the line and course of sueh in- 
tended aqueducts, conduits, tunnels and pipes, and 
the situation of such intended reservoirs, tanks and 
water-works, and he shall accordingly there attend 
at the time and place named in the said notice, and 
shall then and there point out the same and all 
persons who shall deem themselves interested in 
the matter or likely to be aggrieved thereby shail 
be entitled to be heard by themselves, their Coun- 
sel, Attornies or Agents, and to adduce such wit- 
nesses as they may think necessary before the said 
Commissioners, and the said Commissioners shall 
report the evidence taken before them, and the 
plans and book of reference and the report of the 
said Surveyor, together with their opinion thereon 


to the said Governor and thereupon it shall be 
lawful for the said Governor to disallow or to au- 
thorize the taking of the lands specified in such 
plan, and required to be taken or used for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, or any of them without the consent 
of the owners and other persons interested therein 
subject in the latter case to such regulations and 
orders as the said Governor shall think necessary 
tu justice and not inconsistent with the objects of 
this Act, and when and so soon as the said Go- 
vernor, if he shall so determine, shall signify his 
approval thereof to be testified under the hand of 
the said Secretary in manner aforesaid then the 
said Commissioners shall and may proceed to carry 
such plan into execution. 


XXXVI. And itis enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners, subject to the 
restrictions hereinafter contained, trom time to 
time to make, cunstruct, lay down, maintain, alter 
or discontinue such water-works, steam engines, 
water-wheels, reservoirs, cisterns, tanks, aque- 
ducts, cuts, channels, conduits, engines, waste- 
gates, stop-gates, as bees sluices, banks, bridges, 
pipes, tunnels, machinery and other works upon 
the lands hereby authorized to be purchased and 
taken by the said Commissioners as shall be neces- 
sary or proper for obtaining water and supplying 
the same to the inhabitants of the said Town. 


XXXVII. Provided always, and it is enacted, 
that the said Commissioners in erecting and making 
the said water-works and the said reservoirs, cuts, 
channels, aqueducts, tunnels or other works upon 
lands taken under the compulsory powers herein- 
before contained shall not deviate to any greater 
distance than the limits of the deviation as marked 
in the said plan, nor into the lands of any person 
not mentioned in the said book of reference with- 
out his previous consent in writing unless the name 
of such person shall have been omitted by mistake, 
and the fact that such omission proceeded from 
mistake and that such deviation ought to be alluw- 
ed shall be certified under the hand of such 
Surveyor. 


XXXVIII. Provided also, and it is enacted, 
that nothing in this Act contained shall authorize 
or empower the said Commissioners or their lessees 
by virtue of the compulsory powers of purchase 
hereinbefore contained except in the case of any 
land expressly taken for forming any reservoir or 
erecting any steain engine or other works thereon, 
to acquire or vbtuin any greater right or interest 
in any lands or premises through or within which 
any of the said pipes, culverts, aqueducts or tun- 
nels are intended or may be required to be laid 
than a right of laying the said pipes, culverts, 
aqueducts or’ tunnels therein, and of entering 
thereon from time to time when requisite to renew, 
amend, repair and examine the same. 


XXXIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners subject to the 
restrictions in this Act contained to enter upon the 
lands of any corporation ur person adjoining to or 
being within the distance of ore hundred yards of 
the works by this Act authorized to be made or any 
part thereof, and not being a garden, orchard, plan- 
tation or ground planted and set apart as a nurser 
for trees, for the purpose of depositing upon af 
lands or any part thereof any soil, gravel, sand, lime, 
brick, stone, or other materials, or for any other 
purposes connected with the formation of the said 
works without making any previous payment, 
tender or deposit, thut the said Commissioners 
doing as little damage as may be in the exercise 
of the several powers hereby granted to them, and 
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making compensation for such temporary oecupa- 
tion or temporary damage of the said lands to the 
Owners and Occupiers thereof from time to time, 
and as often as any such temporary occupation 
shall be taken or any such temporary damage 
done by the said Commissiuners or other Officers, 
and making compensation to the Owners, also for 
the permanent injury (if any) to such lands, and 
in case the parties differ respecting the amount of 
the compensation or the respective shares of several 
claimants of compensation, then and in every such 
cxse the said disputes respectively shall be settled 
and adjusted by arbitration or by the verdict of a 
Jury summoned and assembled in manner provid- 
ed in Act No. of 184 


XL. Provided always, and it is enacted, that 
befure it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
to make any such temporary use as aforesaid of the 
lands adjoining or lying near to the said works the 
said Commissioners shall and they are hereby re- 
quired to give fourteen days’ notice of such their 
intention to the Owners and QOccupiers of such 
lands, and to separate and set apart by sufficient 
fences so much of the lands as shall be required to 
be used as aforesaid from the other lands adjvining 
thereto. 


XLII. Provided always, and it is enacted, that 
the said Commissioners before entering any such 
adjoming lands for the purposes aforesaid, shall, if 
required by the Owners or Occupiers of such lands 
agree with such Owners or Occupiers for the pay- 
ment of a certain and fixed annual rent in respect 
thereof during the continuance of such temporary 
occupation, and the amount of such rent in case the 
parties differ shall be settled by arbitration or by 
the verdict of a Jury summoned and assembled in 
manner provided in Act No. of 184 


XLII. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall and they are hereby required in 
forming any reservoir or works hereby authorized 
to be made, and any tunnels or water-courses there- 
in or leading thereto at their own expense to make 
and provide a sufficient number of convenient roads, 
ways, watering-places, wells, water-co arses, drains 
and channels for the irrigation and for the use of 
the adjoining lands, and for irrigating the same in 
those parts where the preset roads, ways, water- 
ing-places, wells, water-courses, drains and chan- 
nels shall and may be taken away or interrupted, 
injured or rendered inconvenient or useless by rea- 
son of the making of the said reservoirs or other 
works, and in case of any difference arising between 
the said Commissioners and the Owners of such 
adjoining lands such difference shall be settled by 
acbiteation or by the verdict of a Jury summoned 
and assembled in manner provided in Act No. 
of 184 . 


XLII. And it is enacted, that when the pave- 
ment or soil of any street, public way or public 
thoroughfare, or any sewer or drain shall be opened 
or broken up by the said Commissioners or their 
Officers, or by any other person, they shall with all 
convenient speed complete the work on account of 
which the same shall have been broken up and fill 
in the ground and make good the pavement and 
soil, and the sewer or drain so opened or broken up 
and carry away the rubbish occasioned thereby, 
and shall in the meantime cause the place where 
such pavement or soil shall be so opened or broken 
up to be fenced and guarded and shall set up and 
maintain upon and against the part of the said 
pavement or soil so broken up or opened a suffici- 
ent light during every night whilst such pavement 
or soil shall be continued open or broken up. 
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KLIV. And it is enacted, that all existing 
public cisterns, tanks, conduits, and other water- 
works used for the gratuitous supply of water to 
the inhabitants of the said Town shall be conti- 
nued, maintained and supplied with water by the 
said Commissioners, and shall be vested in them 
and be under their management and control, and it 
shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to erect 
and place any number of new cisterns, tanks, 
pumps, conduits or other water-works for the sup- 
ply of water to the inhabitants of any street, court, 
alley, public way or public thoroughfare, or of 
any number of houses as they shall see fit, or to 
erect the same in any public situation for the 
gratuitous use of any persons who may choose to 
carry water away for their private use but not for 
sale, and to supply with water any public baths 
or wash houses that may be established for the 
use of the poorer classes. 

XLV. And it is enacted, that ifthe said Com- 
missioners shall neglect or refuse to furnish a 
sufficient supply of water for domestic purposes as 
settled and arranged by the said Surveyor to the 
Owner or Occupier of any dwelling house rated to 
the rate hereinafter mentioned, it shall be lawful 
for such Owner or Occupier to deduct from the 
amount of such rate a sum equal to one-eighth 
part of the amount payable by him in each quar- 
ter for every two days in succession during which 
such neglect or refusal shall continue after notice 
in writing shall have been given to the Clerk of 
the said Commissioners of the want of such supply 
unless the want of such supply shall arise from 
great drought or other unavoidable cause or acci- 
dent. 

XLVI. And in order to preserve the water to 
be supplied by the said Commissioners for the 
domestic use of the inhabitants of the said Town 
pure and wholesomg, it is enacted, that every per- 
gon who shall wilfully or knowingly commit any of 
the following offences shall for every such offence 
forfeit and pay on summary conviction before a 
Magistrate a sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

I, Every person who shall bathe in any reser- 
voir, aqueduct or other water-works belonging to 
the said Commissioners, and provided by them for 
the domestic use of the inhabitants of the said 
Town, or shall wash or cause to be washed therein 
any wearing apparel, horse, dog or animal. 

2. Every person who shall throw, put or cast 
any gravel, stone, rubbish, dirt, filth or other 
noisome or offensive matter or thing into any such 
reservoir, aqueduct or other water-works as afore- 
said, or shall wash or cleanse therein any wool, 
leather or skin of any animal, or other foul or 
offensive matter or thing. 

3. Every person who shall cause or permit the 
water of any sink, sewer or drain, or any other 
offensive liquid matter or thing belonging to him, 
or flowing or being in any house or building, or 
upon any ground occupied by him to run drain or 
be conveyed into any of the springs, rivulets, 
reservoirs, aqueducts, pipes, or other water-works, 
belonging to the said Commissioners, or who shall 
commit or cause any other act whatsoever, where- 
by the water of the said Commissioners shall be in 
any degree whatsocver fouled or corrupted. 

XLVIT. And it is enacted, that if shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners, and they are 
hereby required to provide a sufficient number of 
lamps for Jighting such parts of the said Jown as 
the said Commissioners on the report of their said 
Surveyor shall consider to require the same, and 
shall keep the said lamps in fit order for public 
use, and shall keep and employ a sufficient number 
of persons to cleanse, prepare and light the same, 
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and shall also from time to time as shall be requir. 
ed, increase or otherwise alter the number of tho 
said lamps, and shall renew such of the said lam 
as shall become broken or unfit for use so that all 
the streets of the said Town which the said Com. 
missioners shall consider necessary shall be wel] 
and sufficiently provided with light from such hour 
in the evening of each day until auch hour of the 
morning of each following day, as the said Com. 
missioners shall consider to be fit and proper and 
necessary, and the whole of the expence of the 
erection, repair, maintenance, cleansing and sup- 
plying with oil and wicks of each and every of the 
suid lamps and of lighting and keeping lighted 
the same during such hours as aforesaid shall be 
borne and paid by the said Commissioners, 


XLVI. And it is enacted, that every person 
who shall wantonly or wilfully destroy, injure, de- 
face or disturb any of the said lamps or extinguish 
any light therein, or abstract or take away from 
any ot the said lamps any oil or other matter or 
thing therein, or any part thereof without the 
order of the said Commissioners, or of their said 
Surveyor, shall forfeit and pay on conviction be 
fore a Magistrate for every such offence any sum 
not exceeding 50 Rupees. 

XLIX. And it is enacted, that if any party 
shall have committed any irregularity, trespass or 
other wrongful proceeding in the execution of this 
Act, or by virtue of any power or authority hereby 
given, and if before action brought in’ respect 
thereof, such party shall make tender of sufficient 
amends to the party injured, such last mentioned 
party shall not recover in any such action when 
brought, and if no such tender shall have been 
made, it shall be lawful for the defendant in such 
action by leave of the Court, where such action 
shall be pending at any time before issue joined to 
pay into Court such sum of money as he shall 
think fit, and thereupon such procecdings shall be 
had as in other cases where defendants are allowed 
to pay money into Court. 

9 And it is enacted, that in all cases where 
any damage, costs or expences are by this Act 
directed to be paid, and the method of ascertaining 
the amount or enforeing the paying thereof is not 
provided for, such amount in case of dispute, shall 
be ascertained and determined by arbitration in 
like manner as is provided for proceeding by arbi- 
tration under Act No. of 184 , and if the 
parties cannot agree upon two persons as arbitrators 
or the arbitrators fail to pronounce their award as 
aforesaid then by any two Mavyistrates of Calcutta, 
and ifthe amount so ascertained be not paid by 
the said Commissioners or by the other part, 
liable to pay the same, as the case may be, within 
seven days after demand thereof, the amount may 
be recovered by action of debt or on the case in 
Hier Majesty’s said Supreme Court of Judicature. 


LI, And it is enacted, that the said Commis- 
sioners shall publish short particulars of the several 
offences for which any penalty is imposed by this 
Act, or by any Bye-laws of the said Commissioners 
affecting other persons than Officers or servants of 
the said Commissioners, and of the amount of every 
such penalty, and shall cause such particulars to be 
printed on a board or printed upon paper and 
pasted thereon in English aud Bengallee, and shall 
cause such board to be hung up or affixed in some 
conspicuous place in the Office of the Clerk of the 
said Commissioners, and when any such penalties 
are of local application shall cause such boards to

LIL And it is enacted, that if any person pull 
down, break or deface any board put up as requir~ 
ed by this Act, or shall obliterate any of the letters 
or figures thereon, he shall forfeit and pay for every 
such offence a sum not eaceeding 50 Rupees, and 
shall also defray the exponses attending the resto- 
ration of such board. 


LI. And it is enacted, that every penalty or 
forfeiture imposed by this Act, or by any By c-law 
made in pursuance thereof, the recovery of which is 
not otherwise provided for may be recovered by 
summary procecding before any Magistrate of Cal- 
cutta, and on complaint being made to any such 
Magistrate, he shall issue his summons requiring 
the party complained against to appear before him

and upon proof of the offence either by the confes- 
sion of the party complained against, or upon tho 
oath or solemn affirmation of one credible witness 
or more, it shall be lawful for such Magistrate to 
convict the offender, and upon such conviction to 
adjudge the offender to pay the penalty or forfei- 
ture incurred as well as such costs attending the 
conviction as such Magistrate shall think fit, which 
penalty or forfeiture and costs so adjudged may be 
Jevied by distress. 


LIV. And itis enacted, that where in this Act 
or in Act No. of 184 , any sum of money 
whether in the nature of penalty or otherwise is 
directed to be levied by distress, such sum of 
muney shall be levied by distress and sale of the 
Goods and Chattels of the party liable to pay the 
same, and the overplus arising from such Goods 
and Chattels after satisfying such sum of moncy, 
and the expenses of the distress and sale shall be 
returncd on demand to the party whose Goods 
shall have been destrained. 


LV. And it is enacted, that no distress levied 
by virtue of this Act, or of Act No. of 184 , 
shall be deemed unlawful, uor shail any party 
making the same be deemed a trespasser on account 
of any defect or want of form m the summons, 
conviction, warrant of distress, or other proceeding 
relating thereto, nor shall any such party be deem- 
ed a trespasser ab initio on account of any irregu- 
larity afterwards cominitted by him, but all! persons 
aggrioved by such defect or irregularity may and 
shall recover fuli satisfaction for the special damage 
in an action on the case in Her Maiecty's said 
Supreme Court. 


LVI. And it is enacted, that the Magistrate by 
whom any such penalty or forfeiture shall be im- 
posed may when the application thereof is not 
otherwise provided for, award not more than one- 
half thereof to the informer, and shall award the 
remainder to the said Commissioners to be by them 
applied to the purposes of this Act as to them shall 
appear fit, and shall order the same to be paid over 
to the Clerk of the said Commissioners for that 


purpose whose receipt shall be a good and .anffici- 
ent discharge to the person so paying the same.

after the commission of such offence. 

LVILL And it is enacted, that if through any 
act, neglect. or default, on account whercof any 
person shall have incurred any penalty iinposed by 
this Act, any damage to the property of the said 
Commissioners shall have been committed by such 
person, he shall be liable to make good such dam- 
age as well as to pay such penalty, and the amount 
of such damages shall in case of dispute be deter- 
mined by the Magistrate by whom the party in- 
eurring such penalty shall have been convicted, 
and in case such damages shall not be paid on de- 
mand the same may be recovered by action of debt 
or ou the case in Ter Majesty’s said Supreme 
Court of Judicature. 

LIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawfal 
for any Magistrate to summon any person to pind 
before him as a witness in any matter in which 
such Magistrate shall have jurisdiction under the 
provisions of this Act ata time and place to be 
mentioned in such summons, and require from hin 
an oath or solemn affirmation that he will testify 
the truth in such matter, and if any person go 
summoned shall without reasonable cause refuse or 
neglect to appear at the time and place oe 
for that purpose, having been paid or tendered a 
reasonable sum for his expenses if from distance or 
any other cause he shall be lawfully entitled to 
claim such expenses, or if any person appearing 
shall refuse to be examined on his oath or solemn 
atirmation according to law, or to give evidence 
before such Magistrate or Assistant Magistrate, 
every such person shall for every such oftence for- 
feit and pay a sum not exceeding fifty Rupees. 

LX. And it is enacted, that in Acts No.

~The following Draft of a proposed Act was read 
“1 Council for the first time on the 20th of Novem- 
ber, 1847. 
Act No. or 1847. 
An Act to confer certain powers and privileges on 
the Commissioners for the Improvement of the 
Town of Calentta, and to provide for the cxecu- 


teon of certain public works by them. 


Whereas by Act No. of 184 , it was 
amongst other things enacted, that the whole pro- 
ceeds of the rates and taxes therein aforesaid, after 
paying all establishments and incidental expences 
should, together with such monies as the Govern- 
ment of Bengal, with the sanction of the Governor 
General in Council, might direct to be paid over to 
the Commissioners for the Improvement of the 
Town of Calcutta therein aforesaid, be applied by 
them to the following purposes, viz. 

Formation of Tanks and Aqueducts for the con- 
veyance of water to all parts of the Town. 

Opening of Streets and Squares in crowded parts 
of the Town. 

Filling up 
ing obstructions to the free 

Lighting and Watering the Roads and Strects. 

Cleansing and repairing the same and the drains 
of the said Town. 

And improving and embellishing the said Town 
generally. 

And whereas for the effectual accomplishment 
of the purposes aforesaid it is expedient that the 
said Commissioners should he empowered to ap- 

oint a Clerk and a Sarveyor and other necessary 

fficers, and that the said Commissioners and their 
said Clerk and their said Surveyor and other Offi- 
vers should exercise powers interfering with the 
rights and property of individuals: 

I. Itis therefore hereby enacted, that the said 
Commissioners shall nominate and appoint fit and 
proper persons to be their Surveyor and Clerk and 
other necessary Officers, who shall receive such 
salaries as to the Governor of Bengal shall seem 
meet not exceeding Company’s Rupees by 
the month.

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Il. And it is hereby enacted, that for the pur- 
pose of constructing one or more Aqueducts for 
bringing pure and wholesome water to the Town of 
Calcutta from any place without the local himits of 
the jurisdiction of Her Majesty’s Supreme Court of 
Judicature, it shall be lawful, whenever a plan for 
an Aqueduct shall have been approved by the 
Governor of Bengal, for every Commissioner, and 
for the Surveyor and Clerk to the Commissioners 
with such Assistants as they may require, to cxer- 
cise in the construction of such Fak ae) through- 
out the Hine of country through which such Aque- 
duct is to run, all the powers which by this Act it 
‘ Tawtul for them to exercise within the said local 
limits, and which may be necessary for the con- 
stinetion of such Aqueduct without being subject 
to any action or molestation whatever for so doing 
And it shall also be lawful for any Mavyistrate ok 
any district through which the said Aq ueluct is to 
run, in furtherance of the construction of such 
Aqueduct, to do such acts, and he is hereby requir- 
ed to do such acts as it is by this Act lawful for a 
Magistrate of the Town of Calcutta to do, and as 
he 1s by this Act required to do in furtherance of 
any wotk to be executed by the said Commissioners 
within the said local limits. 


If. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners instead of exe- 
cuting any of the works which by this Act the 
are authorized to execute, by themselves, their Sere 
vants and Assistants, to execute the same by econ- 
tract with any individual or Company who may be 
willing to undertake the same, and in that ide it 
shall be lawful for such individual or such Com- 
pany to exercise and enjoy all the powers and 
privileges which by this Act it is lawful for th 
said Commissioners to exercise and enjoy in a 
execution of any such work. 


1V. And it is enacted, that if in carrying into 
execution any of the powers or authorities of this 
Act any house, building or other hepeteeseii 
shall be damaged or otherwise prejudicially affe c 
ed, the said Commissioners shall inake good ak 
damage and pay to the Owner and bccn eye, 
such house, building or other hereditaiene’ su ch 
amount of compensstion for such injury as shall b 
agree upon between such Owner and Occup} : 
and the said Cominissioners, and if such Own ieee 
Occupier, and the said Commissioners cannot : : i 


as to the amount of such compensation and the 


proportions thereof to be paid to such Owner and 
Occupier respectively then the amount of such 
compensation, and also the proportions which the 
persons claiming the same are entitled to shall be 
settled and recovered by arbitration or the verdict 
of a Jury to be summoned and returned in the 
Manner provided in Act No. , entitled an Act 
to enable the Commissioners who may be appoint- 
ed under Act to purchase real or personal 
property for the Improvement of the town of 
Calcutta. 


V. And it is enacted, that if any person at any 
time shall obstruct or molest the said Commis- 
sioners or any Clerk, or Surveyor, or other Officer, 
or workmen, or other person employed by them, or 
any person or Company with whom they may have 
contracted under the provisions of this Act, or any 
person employed by them in the performance and 
execution of their or his duty, or any thing which 
they are respectively required or authorized to do 
by virtue, or in consequence of this Act, every 
such person so offending shall for every such 
offence on conviction before a Magistrate, forfeit 
and pay any sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

VI. And it is enacted, that every Commis- 
sioner and the Surveyor, and Clerk to the Com- 
missioners, with such Assistants as they may 
require, shall for the purposes of this Act, have full 
power and authority at all seasonable hours in the 
day time to enter, or to direct his subordinate 
Officers to enter into and upon any Jand or tene- 
ment, and in and upun the land on which any 
house, building or ee erection is built or build- 
ing, or intended to be built, and to and upon any 
buildings or any part thercof without being lable 
to any action at Law or Suit in Lquity, or any 
other legal proceedings or molestation whatsoever 
for or on account of such entry, or of any thing 
done or to be done in any part thereof in pursuance 
of this Act. Provided that none of the persons 
abovementioned shall enter upon any lands or 
tenements which may be occupied at the time 
unless with the consent of the occupier thereof, 
without previously giving the said occupier reason- 
able notice of his or their intention to do so. 

VIL = And it is enacted, that the management 
and controul over all and every of the strects, 
public ways and public thoroughfares of every kind 
and description within the said Town of Calcutta 
existing at the time of the passing of this Act, and 
of all parts of the said Town which shall hereafter 
become streets, pe ways or public thoroughfares 
of any kind or description, and the pavements and 
other materials therein, and all erections and 
buildings, materials, 1mplements or other things 
provided for the said streets, public ways and 
public thoroughfares by or under the authority of 
the Government of Bengal, or by the Magistrates 
of Calcutta, or by the said Commisssioncrs, shall 
be the property of, and are hereby vested in the 
said Oommissioners as Trustees aforesaid. 


VIII And it is enacted, that it shall be lawfal 
for the said Commissioners with the consent and 
approbation of the Government of Bengal to pave 
and water such of the streets, public ways and 
public thoroughfares existing in the said Town at 
the time of the passing of this Act, or at any 
future time as they shall think fit. 


IX. And it is enacted, that the said Commis- 
sioners shall keep in sufficient repair every street, 
public way and public thoroughfare existing in the 
said Town at the time of passing this Act, or at any 
future time, and shall be lable to be indicted for 
not sufficiently repairing the same. 


X. And it is enacted, that if any person shal} 
displace,“ take up or make any alteration in the 
pavements, flags or other materials of any foot or 
Carriage way in any street within the said Town 
without the consent in writing of the said Commis. 
sioners, or of their said Surveyor, or shall cause 
any obstruction to, or make any encroachment 
upon any street in the said ‘Town, any such person 
so offending shall for every such offence on convic. 
tion before a Magistrate forfeit and pay a sum not 
exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

XI. And whereas it is essential to the health 
and convenience of the inhabitants that straight 
and spacious streets and thoroughfares should hy 
continued where they have been begun, and should 
he opened at convenient and suitable distances 
where such do not at present exist so as to perfo- 
rate the mass of buildings within the said Town in 
straight lines as nearly as may be from South to 
North, and from East to West, crossing each other 
at right angles, and from South East to North 
West and from South West to North East, cros- 
ing the straizht lines abovementioned diagonally 
with large open spaces forming squares or circles 
at convenient and suitable distances from whence 
the said streets may conveniently diverge in lines 
without interruption to the river and to the open 
country without the said Town so far as the com- 
pletion of such plan may be practicable and where* 
not entirely practicable upon a plan as nearly ap- 
proaching to such plan as may be: And whereas 
it is also expedient and necessary that the narrow 
lanes and gullys which compose the greater part of 
the said Town inhabited by the Native inhabitants 
should be converted into such straight and spacious 
streets and thoroughfares formed as abovemen- 
tioned due regard being had to the compensation of 
Owners of houses, buildings and grounds, which 
may be required to be vested in the said Commis- 
sioners for any such purposes as aforesaid : 

It is enacted, that as soon as may be after the 
passing of this Act, the said Commissioners shall 
cause plans to be made by their said local Surveyor 
and by other competent Surveyors, shewing the di- 
rection and breadth of such streets and thoroughfares, 
and the situations and dimensions of such open spaces 
to furin squares or circles as aforesaid, which in 
their opinion shall be the most suitable for carry- 
ing into effect the abovementioned objects, keeping 
in view the salubrity of the said Town, the conveni- 
ence of communication within the same, and the 
economy with which the said improvements may 
be carried intu execution, together with estimates 
of the expence of the necessary works and estimates 
of the probable value of the houses, buildings and 
pee which it will be necessary for the said 
Commissioners to purchase for these purposes, and 
the said Commissioners shall select trom the plans 
which shall be so furnished to them the one which 
they, or a majority of them, shall consider the best 
and most eligible, and shall transmit to the Secre- 
tary to the Government of Bengal, the said plan 
and the resolution of the Commissioners theroupon 
for the consideration of the said Governor of Ben- 
gal, and upon the suid Goveruor signifying through 
the said Secretary by writing, signed by the said 
Secretary, his approval of such plan, the said Com- 
Maissioners shall proceed with all convenient speed 
to carry the same into execution so far as the funds 
at their disposal, and the circumstances under 
which the works are to be carried into execution 
will allow, in conjunction with the other improve- 
ments contemplated by this Act, and in case the 
said Governor shall signify his disapproval of the 
plan so submitted to him, the said Commissioners 


shall cause another plan to be drawn by the same 
or any other competent Surveyor, which plan shall 
in like manner be submitted by the said Commis- 
sjoners to the said Governor, and so from time to 
time until such plan shall be finally approved of 
by the said Governor, and as soon as may be after 
such final approval of the said Governor shall be 
intimated to the said Commissioners as aforesaid, 
tho said Commissioners.shall proceed to carry the 
said plan so approved into execution with all such 
convenient speed as aforesaid. 

XI. And it is enacted, that the said plan 
having been so submitted to and having been ap- 
proved by the said Governor as aforesaid, the said 

Yommissioners shall proceed in conformity with 
the provisions of Act No. of 184, with the 
yurchase of such houses, buildings and grounds as 
it nay be necessary to purchase for the execution 
of such plan, and shall upon such purchase being 
completed give orders to their said lasal Surveyor 
to proceed with the said works without further re- 
ference to the said Governor. 


XIU. And whereas it is essentially necessary 
to the salubrity of the said Town to make provi- 
sion for the effectual sewerage and drainage of the 
same: 

It is enacted, that as soon 18 conveniently may 
be after the passing of this Act the said Com- 
missioners sholl cause their said Surveyor to make 
a careful survey of the whole of the said Town, 
and in an accurate and distinct report to be framed 
bv him to state what in his opinion are the defects 
of such sewerage, works and drains as shall at that 
time exist thercin, and what alterations of the same, 
and what new main and other sewers and drains 
are necessary and proper for the effectual draining 
and clearing of the whole of the said Town, and 
-what reservoirs, engines, sluices, penstocks and 
other works are reyuired for properly flushing and 
cleansing out such sewers and drains, and at and 
from what places such drains and sewers respec- 
tively ought to commence, in what precise direction 
they are to be conducted, and at what places res- 
pectively they ought to terminate. 

XIV. And whereas it is of the most essential 
importance that all the inhabitants of the said 
Town should be supplied with eee and wholesome 
water for drinking and for domestic purposes to 
the utmost extent that the local and other circum- 
stances of the said ‘Lown will permit, and especially 
that the poorer inhabitants thereof should be so 
supplied with water; and whereas supplics of water 
are also required for the efficient and wholesome 
cleansing and watering of the streets, and cleans- 
ing the main and other sewers and drains which 
may be constructed or maintained under the pro- 
visions of this Act: 

It is enacted, that the said Commissioners shall 
at the same time cause their said Surveyor to report 
upon the existing supplies of water in the said 
Tom the sufficiency or insufliciency of such supply 
for all the several purposes aforesaid, and the health- 
ful or palatable quality as water for drinking of 
every description of water so supplied, or which the 
said Surveyor shall recommend in future to be sup- 
plied, and with a view to test the accuracy of his 
report upon this latter subject the said Commission- 
ers shall cause such water or waters to be analysed 
and reported on by competent Chemists and Medical 
men, and the said Surveyor shall also state in his 
report from what point on the River Hooghly, North 
of Calcutta, water in sufficient quantity can be con- 
veyed into the Town for the domestic purposes of 
the said inhabitants, and for the efficient and whole- 
some cleansing and watering of the said streets, and 
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cleansing the main and other sewers and drains 
which shall or may be constructed and maintained 
under the provisions of this Act, and shall state 
whether in his opinion one supply of water from 
one place can be commanded adequate to all these 
several purposes, and from what distance and at 
what probable expence, and what reservoirs, 
engines, sluices, canals, aqueducts, pipes and other 
works, and of what respective dimensions are re- 
quired for the adequate and abundant supply of 
such water for all such purposes as aforesaid. 


XV. And for carrying into effect the purposes 
aforesaid it is enacted, that all sewers and drains, 
together with all buildings and other works, mate- 
rials and things therewith connected, and all canals, 
aqueducts, tanks and wells provided for or lawfully 
applied to public use. and which are not the pro- 
perty of any private person or persons, together 
with all buildings, engines, works, materials and 
thines therewith connected existing in the said 
Town at the time of the passing of this Act, or 
which hereafter shall at any time be constructed 
and made therein whether constructed at the cost 
of the said Commissioners or otherwise, and the 
entire management and controul over the same, 
subject to the provisions hereinafter contained, shall 
be the property of, and are hereby vested in the 
said Commissioners as such Trustees as aforesaid. 


XVI. And it is enacted, that the said Commis- 
stoners shall cause to be constructed and made 
such and so many sewers and drains, and such 
and so many reservoirs, canals, aqueducts, en- 
gines and other works, and to be laid such and so 
many water pipes as shall in the opinion of the said 
Commissioners be necessary and proper for the 
effectual draining and cleansing of the whole of the 
Town aforesaid, and for the properly flushing and 
cleansing out such sewers in and under or across 
all or any of the streets and ways whether dedi- 
cated to the public use or not, roads aud other 
places within the said Town, and if needful 
through and across all under ground cellars and 
vaults which they may find under any of the said 
streets, ways, roads or places, doing as little damage 
as may be, and also to cause sach and so many rings 
and openings to be made or left in the sides of the 
said sewers as wul be sufficient for the making or 
branching any drain or drains from any or all of 
the houses built, and which may probably be built 
adjoining or near thereto into any of the said 
sewers as the said Commissioners shall think ft 
necessary and expedient for that purpose; and in 
ease it shall be found necessary tor completing any 
of the aforesaid works to build, carry or continue 
the same in into or through any enclosed lands or 
other place not being a publ way, it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners to build, carry 
or continue the same in into or through the said 
lands or other places accordingly, and the said 
Commissioners may and shall cause such sewers 
to communicate with and empty themselves into 
any public river, stream, canal or water-course, 
or to cause the refuse from sucl: sewers to be con- 
veyed by an appropriate channel to the most con- 
venient site for its deposit, collection and sale, and 
ity application as manure fer agricultural pur- 
poses or otherwise us they shall deem most expe- 
dient, but so that the same shall in no case become 
a public nuisance or annoyance to the neighbour- 
hood, and all: such sewers, water-courses, canals, 
reservoirs and other works and premises shall be 
the property of and are hereby vested in the said 
Commissioners, and shall be at all times under the 
care, control and management of the said Commis- 
sioners and of their Surveyor and Officers. 


XVII. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall have authority from time to time 
as thev shall see fit, and they are hereby required 
to widen, deepen, embank, alter, arch over, amend, 
clean and scour out all or any of the sewers within 
the said ‘Town as may be necessary, and also to 
cleanse and drain off into any sewers or otherwise 
abate all stagnant pools, ditches, tanks and other 
receptacles of foul water and filth existing within 
the said Town, whether the same be the private 
property of any person or persons or otherwise, 
and further in cases in which any of the enisting 
or future sewers vested in the said Commissioners 
shall from any cause whatever appear to the said 
Commissioners to have become useless or unneces~ 
sary, it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
if they shall think fit so to do tu take up. stop, All 
in and discontinue such old sewers in such man- 
ner that the sume shall not be or become a nui- 
sance or annoyance to the neighbourhood. 


AVI. And it is enacted, that before begin- 
ning to dig or lay the foundations of any new 
house within the said Town, or to re-build any 
house there, and also before making any drain 
for the purpose of draining water directly or in- 
directly from any land or tenement into any 
sewer under the jurisdiction of the said Com- 
missioners, fourteen clear days notice in writ- 
ing shall be given to the Clerk to the suid Com- 
missioners by delivering the same to him, or 
Jeaving it at his office by the person intend- 
inv to build or re-build such house, or te wale 
such drain, and every such foundation shall 


be laid at such level as the said Surveyor of 


the said Commissioners shall direct, and every stich 
branch drain shall be made in such direction, man- 
ner and form, and of such materials and workman- 
ship as the said Surveyor shall order, and the 
making of every such drain shall be under the 
survey and control of the said Commissioners ; and 
in default of such notice, or if snch building or 
drain shall be begun or made without or in any 
respect contrary tu any order of the said Surveyor, 
or of the provisions of this Act, it shall be lawful 
for the said Commissioners to cause such building 
to be demolished, and to cause such drain to be 
relaid, amended or remade as the case may require, 
and tu cause the expenses thereof to be Ic | and 
repaid to them trom and by the Owner thereof’ in 
the manner hereinafter provided. 


XIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for any person at his own expence to make or 
branch any drain into any of the sewers vested in 
the suid Commissioners, or authorized to be made 
by virtue of this Act, or otherwise acquired by the 
said Commissioners, such drain being made of such 
a size and in such a manner of communication in 
all respects as the said Surveyor of the said Com- 
missioners shall direct or appoint, and for that pur- 
pose to take up and remove so much of the pave- 
ment and other materials of any street, as may be 
required unless the said Commissioners shall con- 
sent and agree which they are hereby atthorized 
to do to form so much and such portion of such 
drain as shall lead from the point of communication 
in such sewer to the extremity of such street, and 
in case any person shall make or branch any drain 
into any of the said sewers so vested in the said 
Commissioners, or authorized to be made under 
and by virtue of this Act of a larger size, ur in a 
different manner and form of communication than 
shall be directed or appointed by the said Survey- 
or, every person so offending shall for every such 
offence furfeit and pay on conviction before a Ma- 
gistrate a sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees, 
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XX. And whereas it would tend to insure » 
greater efficiency and economy in the execution of 
works if the suine were executed by persons under 
the immediate direction, and controul of the Sur. 
veyor of the said Commissioners, it 1s enacted, that 
it shall be luwful for the said Commissioners to con- 
tract and agree with the Owners of any houses or 
other tenements within the said Town, that any 
drains required to be made; by such Owners shal] 
be constructed and made by the Surveyor of the 
said Commissioners, and the cost price of making 
such drains (us certified by the said Surveyor of 
the said Commissioners) shall be repaid by such 
Owners to the said Commissioners, and in default 
of such payment the same may be recovered in the 
manner hereinafter provided," 

XXI. And whereas the noxious effluvia exhal- 
inv from gully holes of sewers and drains has been 
found to be jujurious to health, and it is therefore 
expedient that some provision should be made in 
respect thereof to obviate the same, it 1s enacted, 
that the said Commissioners and the Owners of any 
private drains in the Town aforesaid, shall by pro- 
viding prope? traps or other coverings, or by ven- 
tilation, or by such other ways and means as shall 
be practicable for that purpose effectually prevent 
the effluvia of sewers and drains from exhaling 
from gully holes, gratings or any other openings 
whatsoever of draius or sewers 1n streets ov other 
daces, and in case the Owner of any private sewer 
or drain shall neglect or delay so to do, the Sur- 
veyor of the said Commissioners shall give him 
notice effectually to prevent the efHuvia of such 
sewer or drain from so exhaling, aud if the same 
shall not be effectually done by such Owner within 
ten days after such notice shall have been given 
hin, the said Surveyor shall forthwith provide and 
apply proper traps or other coverings, or such other 
means as aforesaid so as effectually to prevent such 
effluvia from exhaling and the expence incurred 
thereby shall be paid by the Owner of such sewer 
or drain to be recovered in manner hereimafter 
inentioned, 

XX. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall 
be lawful for the said Commissioners and their said 
Surveyor, and they and he are hereby required 
when any of the streets, public ways or public 
thoroughfares, vested in them shall be under repair, 
or where any sewers or drains are making, or shall 
he under repair to take proper precautions against 
danger by shoreing up and protecting the ad- 
joining houses, and to fs and place, or cause to be 
fixed and placed such, and so many bars, chains 
or posts across, or in any of the said streets, public 
ways or public thoroughfares to prevent the pass- 
ing and repassing of carriages, carts or other vehi- 
clos, cattle or horses during the time of such works 
and repairs being carried on, as shall be necessary 
and proper, and the said Commissioners and their 
said Surveyor shall cause any sewer or drain or 
other works during the construction or repair 
thereof by them to be well and sufficiently lighted 
and attended by fit and proper persons during the 
night to prevent accidents, and if any person shall 
tale down, alter or remove any of the said bars, 
chains or posts, or extingnish any light attached 
to or connected with the said bars, chains or posts 
without the authority or consent of the Surveyor 
of the said Commissioners, every such person 80 
offending shall for every such offence forfeit and 
pay on conviction before a Magistrate any sum not 
exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

XXHI. And it is enacted, that the aaid Oom- 
missioners shall with a due re to the convent ’ 
ence and the preservation of the health of the in- 


habitants of the said Town give strict orders to 
their suid Surveyor to canse, and their said Sur- 
veyor shall duly cause all ‘the streets, ways, tho- 
roughfares and alleys therapf whether dedicated to 
the use of the | das or not, together with the foot 
pavements or footpaths from time to time to bé pro- 

erly swept and cleansed, and all dust, dirt and 
Pith of every sort which may be found thereon to 
be collected and removed therefrom, and all the 
soil ashes, rubbish and filth to be taken and carried 
away from the houses and premises of the inhabi- 
tants of the suid Town at convenient hours and 
times, and shall cause all or any of the privies and 
cesspools within the said Town to be cleansed and 
emptied in a sufficient and proper manner as shall 
be required, and that'the said Surveyor shall from 
time to time give public notice on what days, at 
what times in every week the said streets, public 
ways and public thoroughfares shall be swept and 
cleansed, and such dirt, dust and night soil, rub- 
bish, filth and ashes carried away, and how and in 
what manner the same shal] be carried away and 
where the same shall be deposited, and shal! give 
such orders and directions as to the said Surveyor 
acting under the orders and control of the said 
Commissioners shall appear proper and necessary, 
and it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
to purchase or hire any carts, carriages and other 
machines, and also any horses or cattle for the bet- 
ter executing and performing any of the above 
duties. 


XXIV. And it is‘enacted, that the dirt, dust, 
night soil and filth to be so collected from the said 
streets, thoroughfares, alleys, footways, privies, 
sewers and cesspools, and al! the dust, ashes and 
rubbish to be collected, taken and carried away 
from all and every of the houses and elsewhere 
within. the said Town shall be the property of the 
said Commissioners, and are hereby vested in them ; 
and the said Commissioners shall have full power 
tu sell and dispose of the same through their said 
Clerk or Surveyor for the purpose of this Act as 
they shall think proper, and the money arising 
from the sale thereof shall be applied for the pur- 
pose of this Act, and the person purchasing the 
same shall have full power and authority to take, 
carry away and dispose of the same for his own 
proper use and benefit. 


XXV. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Commissioners for the purpose of 
watering the said streets, public ways and public 
thoroughfares in the said Town to sink wells and 
lay, erect and place pipes, conduits and pumps in 
any of the said streets, public ways or public tho- 
roughtares, and to provide any other apparatus 
proper for that purpose, and to remove and alter 
the same when and as the said Commissioners shall 
think proper, and it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners, and they are hereby required to 
excavate and provide a sufficient number of’ spaci- 
ous and convenient tanks or sufficient runs of water 
through the ssid Town for the inhabitants to bathe 
in at suitable and proper times and in suitable and 
proper places as may best serve to unite the health 
and comfort of the labouring population with public 
decency, making due allowance tor the habits and 
customs of the country. 


XXVI. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Commissioners, and they are here- 
by required from time to time to make such Bye- 
laws as i! whall think fit for all or any of the 
purposes following, that is to say, 


For preventing nuisances in any streets or near 
thercto and effecting cleanliness therein. 


For making regulations for the registering and 
inspection of slaughter houses and markets, and 
for keeping the same in a cleanly and proper state, 
and fur removing filth therefrom at least once in 
every twenty-four hours, and for requiring that 
they shall be provided with a sufficient supply o 
Water, 

For the punishment of persons selling unwhole- 
some meat, fish, vegetables, sweetmeats and = 
for the food of man, and for seizing and condemn- 
lng the same, 

For regulating the duties of scavengers, and for 
regulating the management of urinals and privies. 

For making regulations for cleansing filthy and 
unwholesome dwellings, 

For supplying private houses with water froin 
the public reservoirs. 


For making regulations to prevent persons bath- 
ing and washing their bodies in tanks and water- 
courses provided for the domestic uses of the mha- 
bitants of the said Town and to limit the hours of 
bathing in the tanks and water-courses provided 
for the purpose of bathing in such manner as shall 
appear to the said Commissioners necessary to the 
health, cleanliness and comfurt of the labouring 
population. 


For enforcing upon the inhabitants of the said 
Town the performance of such acts and the absti- 
nence from such acts as an enlightened regard ta 
the health, cleanliness and decency of the said 
Town ought to induce them to perform and to ab- 
stain from due consideration being had for the feel- 
ings, manners and customs of the various races of 
which the said inhabitants consist. 


For ascertaining and fixing what pecuniary pe- 
nalties shall be incurred by persons breaking such 
Bye-laws. Provided always, that no such last 
mentioned penalty shall exceed for any one offence 
the sum of Fifty Rupees, nor in case of continuing 
nuisance the sum of Five Rupees for every day 
during which such nuisance shall be continued and 
unremedied., 


XX VII. And it is enacted, that no Bye-law 
made under the powers for that purpose herein 
last contained shall be of any force until the same 
shall have been laid before the Governor of the 
Presidency of Fort William in Bengal and his ap- 
probation thereof, and that of the Guvernor Gene- 
ral in Council, shall have been certified to the said 
Commissioners under his hand by the Secretary to 
the Government of Fort William in Bengal, nor 
until the expiration of forty days after the same 
Bye-law shall have been published once in two of 
the Calcutta Newspapers, and a copy of such Bye- 
law with a declaration thereon, signed by the 
Clerk to the said Commissioners that the same has 
been approved by the said Governor and published 
in two Newspapers as aforesaid with the date of 
such publication, shall be received as evidence of 
such Bye-law, and of the approval and publishin 
thereof us aforesaid in all Courts of Law and Equi- 
ty and before all Magistrates. 


XXVIII. And it is enacted, that all Bye-jaws 
made in pursuance of this Act shall be printed, 
and a copy thereof shall be posted up and continue 
so posted in the Office of the Clerk of the said Gom- 
missioners, and copies thereof shall be delivered to 
any person who may apply for the same on pay- 
ment of such sum as the said Commissioners shall 
think fit not exceeding Four Annas. 

XXIX. And itis enacted, that all the provi. 
sions hereinafter contained relative to offences 
against this Act punishable upon summary convic- 
tion shall be taken to apply to all offences commited 


in breach of anv Bye-law made by the said Com- 
missioners by virtue of this Act. 

XXX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the said Commissioners to direct any prosecu- 
tion for any public nuisance whatsoever, which 
shall be permitted or suffered within the said 
Town, and to order proceedings to be taken for 
the recovery of any penalties and for the punish- 
ment of any persons offending against the provi- 
sions of this Act, and to direct and order the ex- 
pences of such prosccutions and other proceedings 
to be paid and borne by and out of the funds placed 
at the disposal of the said Commissioners under 
the provisions of this Act. 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Commissioners to sue and be sued, 
to prefer any bill of wdictment or information, or 
to take any other proceeding against any person 
who shall steal, take, or carry away, or wilfully 
deface or injure any property, articles, or thing 
belonging to the said Commissioners, and in every 
such case it shall be sufficient to state generally 
the property, article, or thing, In respect of which 
such proceeding shall have been taken, to be the 
property of the said Commissioners. 


XXXII And it is enacted, that nothing in 
this Act contained shall be construed to render 
lawful any act or omission on the part of any per- 
gon which is or but for this Act would be deemed 
and adjudyed to be a nuisance at Common Law, 
nor to exempt any person guilty of a nuisanee at 
Common Law from prosecution or action in res- 
pect thereof. Provided always, that if anv person 
convicted of an offence under this Act shall have 
paid the whole amount adjudged to be paid under 
such conviction, and the costs thereof in every such 
case he shull be released from all further or other 
criminal proceedings for the same offence. 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Comnussioners, and they are 
hereby empowered with the consent and approba- 
tion of the said Governor and subject to the res- 
trictions hereinafter contained, to contract and 
agree with any person or persons for supplying the 
said Town or any part thereof with water for the 
purposes of this Act, and with the like consent to 
agree, with any person having and willing to dis- 
pose of the same, for the absolute purchase for any 
purpose which the said Commissioners shall think 
necessary for obtaining and protecting such supply 
of water as aforesaid, of any water-works, streams 
or waters, lands, tenements, easements, heredita- 
ments, fixtures, machinery, or other property, or 
to take a lease thereof for any term of years and 
subject to such conditions as shall be agreed upon 
between the parties, and also with the like consent 
and approbation to prant to any alle or persons 
-contracting to supply the said Town or any part 
thereof, with water, a lease for any term not 
exceeding twenty-one years, of any water-works, 
machinery, streams, waters, lands, tenements, case- 
ments, rights, privileges and eat belonging 
to or acquired by or which may belong to or be 
acquired by or be vested in the said Commissioners 
under any of the powers or authorities in this Act 
contained so as to enable such person or persons 80 
contracting the more effectually and efftciently to 
procure and supply water in pursuance of any such 
contract or agreement, and every such lease go to 
be granted by the said Commissioners may be made 
subject to such conditions and stipulations as to 
the supplying water for the purposes of this Act, 
or any of them as may be agreed upon between 
the respective parties thereto, Provided always, 
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that no lease or contract made in pursuance of the 
powers hereinbefore contained shall be valid oy 
effectual for any purpose whatsoever unless the 
said Governor’s approval of the sume shall be tes. 
tified by writing endorsed on such lense or contract 
under the hand of the Secretary to the Govern. 
ment of Bengal. 


XXXIV. And it is enacted, that if it shall be 
necessary or advantageous for the purpose of carry. 
ing into execution any plan or mode of supplying 
water to the said Town that the said Commissioners 
should avail themselves of any of the powers in 
this Act contained which authorize the said Com. 
missioners or their Lessees to take or enter upon 
lands without the consent of the Owners and 
Occupiers thereof for the purpose of constructing, 
improving or enlarging any water-works then, and 
in every such case, the said Commissioners shall 
cause a map or plan to be prepared on a scale of 
not Jess than one inch to sixty-six feet describing 
the sources from which any supplies of water are 
intended to be procured, the situation of the in- 
tended water-works and the line and course of 
any intended aqueducts, conduits, tunnels, pipes or 
other channels fur conveying water to or from the 
said intended source of supply and the lands 
through which the same respectively are intended 
to be carried, together with a book of reference 
containing the names of the Owners or reputed 
Owners, Lessecs or reputed Lessees and Occupiers 
respectively of any lands intended to be taken for 
the purpose of erecting uny works thereon, or to 
be used for the purpose of carrying any tunnels, 
pipes, channels or water-works through the same, 
and one copy of such plan and book of reference 
shall be deposited in the Office of the Clerk to the 
said Commissioners, and shall‘be open at all rea- 
sonable times there to the inspection of all parties 
interested therein, and another copy of such plan 
and book of reference shall be furnished to the said 
Surveyor of the said Commissioners, and notice of 
such intended works and of the place in which such 
plan is deposited shall be given by the said Com- 
missioners to all parties interested in any lands 
intended to be taken or used for any of the above 
purposes, through which it is intended to carry any 
tunnels, pipes, conduits or other works, or to suc 
of the said parties us shall after diligent enquiry be 
known to the said Commissioners, and such notice 
shall also be published in two or more of the 
Calcutta Newspapers at least once in each of two 
successive weeks. 


XXXV. And it is enacted, that as soon as 
may be after the expiration of one Calendar month 
from the date of the last publication of such notice 
the said Surveyor shall give notice by publication 
in such Newspapers in manner aforesaid that he 
will within one week from the date of the last of 
such publications attend upon such lands and point 
out to such as may meet him there and desire to 
be informed thereof the line and course of such in- 
tended aqueducts, conduits, tunnels and pipes, and 
the situation of such intended reservoirs, tanks and 
water-works, and he shall accordingly there attend 
at the time and place named in the said notice, and 
shall then and there point out the same and all 
persous who shall deem themselves intereated in 
the matter or likely to be aggrieved thereby shall 
be entitled to be heard by themselves, their Coun- 
sel, Attornies or Agents, and to adduce such wit- 
nesses as they may think necessary before the said 
Commissioners, and the said Commissioners shall 
report the evidence taken before them, and the 
plans and book of reference and the report of ‘the 
said Surveyor, together with their opinion thereon 


to the said Governor and thereupon it shall be 
lawful for the said Governor to disallow or to au- 
thorize the taking of the lands specified in such 
plan, and required to be taken or used for the' pur- 

oses aforesaid, or any of them without the consent 
of the owners and other persons interested therein 
subject in the latter case to such regulations and 
orders as the said Governor shali think necessary 
to justice and not inconsistent with the objects of 
this Act, and when and sv soon as the said Go- 
vernor, if he shall so determine. shall signify his 
approval thereof to be testified under the hand of 
the said Secretary in manner aforesaid then the 
said Commissioners shall and may proceed to carry 
such plan into execution. 


XXXVI. And itis enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the suid Commissioners, subject to the 
restrictions hereinafter contained, from time to 
time to make, construct, lay down, maintain, alter 
or discontinue such water-works, steam enwines, 
water-wheels, reservoirs, cisterns, tanks, aque- 
ducts, cuts, channels, conduits, engines, waste- 
gates, stop-gates, sid isda sluices, banks, bridges, 
pipes, tunnels, machinery and other works upon 
the lands hereby authorized to be purchased and 
taken by the said Commissioners as shall be neces- 
sary or proper for obtaining water and supplying 
the same to the inhabitants of the said Town. 


XXXVII. Provided always, and it is enacted, 
that the said Commissioners in erecting and making 
the suid water-works und the said reservoirs, cuts, 
channels, aqueducts, tunnels or other works upon 
lands taken under the compulsory powers herein- 
before contained shall not deviate to any greater 
distance than the limits of the deviation as marked 
in the said plan, nor into the lands of any person 
not mentioned in the said book of reference with- 
out his previous consent in writing unless the name 
of such person shall have been omitted by mistake, 
and the fact that such omission proceeded from 
inistake and that such deviation ought to be allow- 
ed shall be certified under the hand of such 
Surveyor. 

XXXVIII. Provided also, and it is enacted, 
that nothing in this Act contained shall authorize 
or empower the said Commissioners or their lessees 
by virtue of the compulsory powers of purchase 
hereinbefore contained except in the case of any 
land expressly taken for forming any reservoir or 
erecting any steam enging or other works thereon, 
to acquire or obtain any greater right or interest 
in any lands or premises through or within which 
any of the said pipes, culverts, aqueducts or tun- 
nels are intended or may be required to be laid 
than a right of laying the said pipes, culverts, 
aqueducts or tunnels therein, and of entering 
thereon from time to time when requisite to renew, 
amend, repair and examine the same. 


XXXIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners subject to the 
restrictions in this Act contained to enter upon the 
lands of any corporation or person ages to or 
being within the distance of one hundred yards of 
the works by this Act authorized to be made or any 
part thereof, and not being a garden, orchard, plan- 
tation or ground planted and set apart as a nurser 
for trees, for the purpose of depositing upon ach 
lands or any part thereof any soil, aul sand, lime, 
brick, stone, or other materials, or for any other 
purposes connected with the formation of the said 
works without making any previous payment, 
tender or deposit, that the said Commissioners 
doing gs little damage as may be in the exercise 
of the several powers hereby granted to them, and 


making compensation for such temporary occupa- 
tion or temporary damage of the said lands to the 
Owners and Occupiers thereof from time to time, 
und as often as any such temporary occapation 
shall be taken or any such temporary damage 
done by the said Cominissioners or other Officers, 
and making compensation to the Owners, also for 
the permanent injury Gfany) to such lands, and 
in case the parties differ respecting the amount of 
the compensation or the respective shares of several 
claimants of compensation, then and in every such 
case the said disputes respectively shall be settled 
and adjusted by arbitration or by the verdict of a 
Jury summoned and assembled in manner provid- 
ed in Act No. of 184. 


XL. Provided always, and it is enacted, that 
before it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
tv make any such temporary use as aforesaid of the 
lands adjoining or lying near to the said works the 
said Commissioners shall and they are hereby re- 
quired to give fourteen days’ notice of such their 
intention to the Owners and Occupiers of such 
lands, and to separate and set apart by sufficient 
fences so much of the lands as shall be required to 
be used as aforesaid from the other lands adjoining 
thereto, 

XLI. Provided always, and it is enacted, that 
the said Commissioners before entering any such 
adjoining lands for the purposes aforesaid, shall, if 
required by the Owners or Occupiers of such lands 
auree with such Owners or Occupiers for the pay- 
ment of a certain and fixed annual rent in respect 
thereof during the continuance of such temporary 
occupation, and the amount of such rent in case the 
parties differ shall be settled by arbitration or by 
the verdict of a Jury summoned and assembled in 
manner provided in Act No, of 184. 


XLIT. And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall and they are hereby required in 
forming any reservoir or works hereby authorized 
tu be made, and any tunnels or water-courses there- 
in or leading thereto at their own expense to make 
and provide a sufficient number of convenient roads, 
wavs, watering-places, wells, water-courses, drains 
and channels for the irrigation and for the use of 
the adjoining lands, and for irrigating the same in 
those parts where the present roads, ways, water- 
ing-places, wells, water-courses, drains and chan- 
nels shall and may be taken away or interrupted, 
injured or rendered inconvenient or useless by rea- 
son of the making of the said reservoirs or other 
works, and in case of any difference arising between 
the said Commissioners and the Owners of such 
adjoining lands such difference shall be settled by 
arbitration or by the verdict of a Jury summoned 
and assembled in manner provided in Act No. 
of 184. 


XLII. And it is enacted, that when the pave 
ment or soil of any street, public way or public 
thoroughfare, or any sewer or drain shall be opened 
or broken up by the said Commissioners or their 
Officers, or by any other person, they shall with all 
convenient speed complete the work on account of 
which the same shall have been broken up and fill 
in the ground and make good the pavement and 
soil, and the sewer or drain 80 joa or broken up 
and carry away the rubbish occasioned thereby, 
and shall in the meantime cause the place where 
such pavement or soil shall be so opened or broken 
up to be fenced and guarded and shall set up and 
maintain upon and against the part of the said 
pavement or soil so broken up or opened a suffici- 
ent light during every night whilat such pavement 
or soil shall be continued open or broken up. 


+ 


XLIV. And it is enacted, that all existing 
public cisterns, tanks, conduits, and other water- 
works used for the gratuitous supply of water to 
the inhabitants of the said Town shall be conti- 
nued, maintained and supplied with water by the 
said Commissioners, and shall be vested in them 
and be under their management and control,-and it 
shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to erect 
and place any number of new cisterns, tanks, 
pumps, conduits or other water-works for the sup- 
ply of water to the inhabitants of any street, court, 
alley, public wa or public thoroughfare, or of 
any number of houses as they shall see fit, or to 
erect the same in any public situation for the 
gratuitous use of any persons who may choose to 
carry water away for their private use but not for 
sale, and to supply with water any public baths 
or wash houses that may be established for the 
use of the poorer classes. 

XLV. And it is enacted, that ifthe said Com- 
missioners shall neglect or refuse to furnish a 
sufficient supply of water for domestic purposes as 
settled and arranged by the said Surveyor to the 
Owner or Occupier of any dwelling house rated to 
the rate hereinafter mentioned, it shall be lawful 
for such Owner or Occupier to deduct from the 
amount of such rate a sum equal to one-eighth 
part of the amount payable by him in each quar- 
ter for every two days in succession during which 
such neglect or refusal shall continue after notice 
in writing shall have been given to the Clerk of 
the said Commissioners of the want of such supply 
unless the want of such supply shall aise froin 
great drought or other unavoidable cause or acci- 
dent. 

XLVI. And in order to preserve the water to 
be supplied by the said Commissioners for the 
domestic use of the inhabitants of the said Town 
pure and wholesome, it is enacted, that every per- 
son who shall wilfully or knowingly commit any of 
tho following offences shall for every such offence 
forfeit and pay on summary conviction before a 
Magistrate a sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

1. Every person who shall bathe in any reser- 
voir, aqueduct or other water-works belonging to 
the said Commissioners, and provided by them for 
the domestic use of the inhabitants of the said 
Town, or shall wash or cause to be washed therein 
any wearing apparel, horse, dog or animal. 

2. Every person who shall throw, put or cast 
any gravel, stone, rubbish, dirt, filth or other 
noisome or offensive matter or thing into any such 
reservoir, aqueduct or other water-works as afore- 
said, or shall wash or cleanse therein any wool, 
leather or skin of any animal, or other foul or 
offensive matter or thing. 

3. Every person who shall cause or permit the 
water of any sink, sewer or drain, or any other 
offensive liquid matter or thing belonging to hii, 
or flowing or being in any house or building, or 
upon any ground occupied by him to run drain or 
be conveyed into any of the springs, rivulets, 
reservoirs, aqueducts, pipes, or other water-works, 
belonging to the said Commissioners, or who shall 
commit or cause any other act whatsoever, where- 
by the water of the said Commissioners shall be in 
any degree whatsoever fouled or corrupted, 

LVII. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners, and they are

fore a Magistrate for every such offence any sum 
not exceeding 50 Rupees.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read 
“1 Council for the first time on the 20th of Novem- 
ber, 1847. 

Act No. OF 1847. 
An Act to confer certain powers and privileges on 
the Commissioners for the Improvement of the 

Town of Calcutta, and to provide for the execu- 


tion of certain public works by them. 


Whereas by Act No. of 184 , it was 
amongst other things enacted, that the whole pro- 
ceeds of the rates and taxes therein aforesaid, after 
paying all establishments and incidental expences 
should, together with such monies as the Govern~- 
ment of Bengal, with the sanction of the Governor 
General in Council, might direct to be paid over to 
the Commissioners for the Improvement of the 
Town of Calcutta therein aforesaid, be applied by 
them to the following purposes, viz. 

Formation of Tanks and Aqueducts for the con- 
veyance of water to all parts of the Town. 

Opening of Streets and Squares in crowded parts 
of the Town. 

Filling up Stagnant Pools of Water and remov- 
ing obstructions to the free circulation of air. 

Lighting and Watering the Roads and Streets. 

Cleansing and repairing the same and the drains 
of the said Town. 

And improving and embellishing the said Town 
generally. 

And whereas for the effectual accomplishment 
of the purposes aforesaid it is expedient that the 
said Commissioners should be empowered to ap- 

oint a Clerk and a Surveyor and other necessary 

fficera, and that the said Commissioners and their 
gaid Clerk and their said Surveyor and other Offi- 
cers should exercise powers interfering with the 
rights and property of individuals : 

I. It is therefore hereby enacted, that the said 
Commissioners shall nominate and appoint fit and 
proper persons to be their Surveyor and Clerk and 
other necessary Officers, who shall receive such 
salaries as to the Governor of Bengal shall seem 
meet not exceeding Company’s Rupees by 
the month. 
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Il. And it is hereby enacted, that for the pur- 
pes of constructing one or more Aqueducts for 
wringing pure and wholesome water to the Town of 
Calcutta from any place without the local limits of 
the jurisdiction of Her Majesty's Supreme Court of 
Judicature, it shall be lawful, whenever a plan for 
an Aqueduct shall have been approved by the 
Governor of Bengal, for every Commissioner, and 
for the Surveyor and Clerk to the Commissioners 
with such Assistants as they may require, to exer+ 
cise in the construction of such Aqueduct, through- 
ont the Jine of country through which such Ague= 
duct js to run, all the powers which by this Act it 
‘5 lawful for them to exercise within the said local 
limits, and which may be necessary for the con- 
atruction of such Aqueduct without being subject 
to any action or molestation whatever for so doing. 
And it shall also be lawful for any Magistrate of 
any district through which the said Aqueduct is to 
run, in furtherance of the construction of such 
Aqueduct, to do such acts, and he is hereby requir- 
ed to do such acts as it is by this Act lawful for a 
Magistrate of the Town of Calcutta to do, and as 
he is by this Act required to do in furtherance of 
any work to be executed by the said Commissioners 
within the said local limits. 


Ill. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners instead of exes 
cuting any of the works which by this Act they 
are authorized to execute, by themselves, their Ser- 
vants and Assistants, to execute the same by con- 
tract with any individual or Company who may be 
willing to undertake the same, and in that case it 
shall be lawful for such individual or such Com- 
pany to exercise and enjoy all the powers and 
rivileges which by this Act it is lawful for the 
guid Commissioners to exercise and enjoy in the 
execution of any such work. 


1V. And it is enacted, that if in carrying into 
execution any of the powers or authorities of this 
Act any house, building or other hereditament 
shall be damaged or otherwise prejudicially affect- 
ed, the said Commissioners shall make good such — 
damage and pay to the Owner and Occupier of 

such house, building or other hereditament auch 
amount of compensation for such injury as shall be 
agreed upon between such Owner and Occupier, 
and the said Commissioners, and if sach Owner or 
Occupier, and the said Commissioners cannot agree 
as to the amount of such compensation and the 


proportions thereof to be paid to such Owner and 
Occupier respectively then the amount of such 
compensation, and also the proportions which the 
persons claiming the same are entitled to shall be 
settled and recovered by arbitration or the verdict 
of a Jury to be summoned and returned in the 
manner provided in Act No. , entitled an Act 
to enable the Commissioners who may be appoint- 
ed under Act to purchase real or personal 
property for the Improvement of the Town of 
Calcutta. 


V. And it is enacted, that if any person at any 
time shall obstruct or molest the said Commis- 
sioners or any Clerk, or Surveyor, or other Officer, 
or workmen, or other person employed by them, or 
any person or Company with whom they may have 
contracted under the provisions of this Act, or any 
person employed by them in the performance and 
execution of their or his duty, or any thing which 
they are respectively required or authorized to do 
by virtue, or in consequence of this Act, oe 
such person so offending shall for every such 
offence on conviction before a Magistrate, forfeit 
and pay any sum not erceeding Fitty Rupees. 

VI. And it is enacted, that every Commis- 
sioner and the Surveyor, and Clerk to the Comn- 
missioners, with such Assistants as they may 
require, shall for the purposes of this Act, have full 
power and authority at all seasonable hours in the 
day time to enter, or to direct his subordinate 
Officers to enter into and upon any land or tenc- 
ment, and in and upon the land on which any 
house, building or other erection is Luilt or build- 
ing, or intended to be built, and into and upon any 
buildings or any part thereof without being hable 
to any action at tee or Suit in Equity, or any 
other legal proceedings or molestation whatsoever 
for or on account of such entry, or of any thing 
done or to be done in any part thereof in pursuance 
of this Act. Provided that none of the persons 
abovementioned shall enter upon any lands or 
tenements which may be occupied at the time 
unless with the consent of the occupier thereof, 
without previously giving the said occupier reason~ 
able notice of his or their intention to do so. 

VII. And it is enacted, that the management 
and controul over all and every of the streets, 
public ways and public thoroughfares of every hind 
and description within the said Town of Calcutta 
existing at the time of the passing of this Act, and 
of all parts of the said Town which shall hereafter 
become streets, public ways or public thoroughfares 
of any kind or dean dion, and the pavements and 
other materials therein, and all erections and 
buildings, materials, implements or other things 
provided for the said streets, public ways and 
public thoroughfares by or under the authority of 
the Government of Bengal, or by the Magistrates 
of Calcutta, or by the said Commisssioners, shall 
be the property of, and are hereby vested in the 
said Commissioners as Trustees aforesaid. 

VIE And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the said Commissioners with the consent and 
approbation of the Government of Bengal to pave 
and water such of the streets, public ways and 
public thoroughfares existing in the said Town at 
the time of the passing of this Act, or at any 
future time as they shall think fit. 


IX. And it is enacted, that the said Commis- 
sioners shall keep in sufficient repair every street, 
public way and public thoroughfare existing in the 
said Town at the time of passing this Act, or at any 
future time, and shall be liable to be indicted for 
not sufficiently repairing the same. 


X. And it is enacted, that if any person shall 
displace, take up or make any alteration in the 
pavements, flags or other materials of any foot or 
Carriage way in any strect within the said Town 
without the consent in writing of the said Commig- 
sioners, or of their said Surveyor, or shall cause 
any obstruction to, or make any encroachment 
upon any street in the said Town, any such person 
so offending shall for every such offence on convic- 
tion before a Magistrate forfeit and pay a sum not 
exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

XI. And whereas it is essential to the health 
and convenience of the inhabitants that straight 
and spacious streets and thoroughfares should be 
continued where they have been begun, and should 
be opened at convenient and suitable distances 
where such do not at present exist so as to perfo- 
rate the mass of buildings within the said Town in 
straight lines as nearly as may be from South to 
North, and from East to West, crossing each other 
at right angles, and from South East to North 
West and from South West to North East, cross- 
ing the straight lines abovementioned diagonally 
with large open spaces forming squares or circles 
at convenient and suitable distances from whence 
the said streets may conveniently diverge in lines 
without interruption to the river and to the open 
country without the said Town so far as the com- 
pletion of such plan may be practicable and where 
not entirely practicable upon a plan as nearly ap- 
proaching to such plan as may be: And whereas 
it is also expedient and necessary that the narrow 
Janes and gullys which compose the greater part of 
the said Town inhabited by the Native inhabitants 
should be converted into such straight and spacious 
strects and thoroughfares formed as aboyemen- 
tioned dae regard being had to the compensation of 
Owners of houses, buiddings and grounds, which 
may be required to be vested in the said Cominis- 
sioners for any such purposes as aforesaid : 

It is enacted, that as soon as may be after the 
passing of this Act, the said Commissioners shall 
cause plans to be made by their said local Surveyor 
and by other competent Surveyors, shewing the di- 
rection aud breadthof such streets and thoroughfares, 
and the situations and dimensions of such open spaces 
to form squares or cireles as aforesaid, which in 
their opmion shall be the most suitable for carry- 
ing into effect the abovementioned objects, keeping 
in view the salubrity of the said Town, the conveni- 
ence of communication within the same, and the 
economy with which the said improvements may 
be carried into execution, together with estimates 
of the expence of the necessary works and estimates 
of the aera value of the houses, buildings and 
grounds, which it will be necessary for the said 
Commissioners to purchase for these purposes, and 
the said Commissioners shall select from the plans 
which shall be so furnished to them the one which 
they, or a majority of them, shall consider the best 
and most eligible, and shall transmit to the Secre- 
tary to the Government of Bengal, the said plan 
and the resolution of the Commissioners thereupon 
for the consideration of the said Governor of Ben- 
gal, and upon the said Governor signifying through 
the said Secretary by writing, signed by the said 
Secretary, his approval of such plan, the said Com- 
missioners shall proceed with all convenient speed 
to carry the same into execution so far as the funds 
at their disposal, and the circumstances under 
which the works are to be carried into execution 
will allow, in conjunction with the other improve- 
ments contemplated by this Act, and in case the 
said Governor shall signify his disapproval of the 
plan so submitted to him, the said Commissioners 


shall cause another plan to be drawn by the same 
or any other competent Surveyor, which plan shall 
in ike manner be submitted by the said Commis- 
sioners to the said Governor, and so from time to 
time until such plan shall be finally approved of 
py the said Governor, and as soon as may be after 
such final approval of the said Governor shall be 
intimated to the said Commissioners as aforesaid, 
the said Commissioners shall proceed to carry the 
said plan so approved into execution with all such 
convenient speed as aforesaid, 

XII. And it is enacted, that the said plan 
having been so subinitted to and having been ap- 
proved by the said Governor as aforesaid, the said 
Commissioners shall proceed in conformity with 
the provisions of Act No. of 184, with the 
purchase of such houses, buildings and grounds as 
it may be necessary to purchase for the exccution 
of such plan, and shall upon such eras being 
completed give orders to their said local Surveyor 
to proceed with the said works without further re- 
ference to the said Governor. 


XIII. And whereas it is essentially necessary 
to the salubrity of the said Town to make provi- 
sion for the effectual sewerage and drainage of the 
same: 

It is enacted, that as soon as conveniently may 
be after the passing of this Act the said Com- 
misstoners shall cause their said Surveyor to make 
a careful survey of the whole of the said Town, 
and in an accurate and distinct report to be framed 
py him to state what in his opinion are the defects 
of such sewerage, works and drains as shall at that 
time exist therein, and what alterations of the saine, 
and what new main and other sewers and drains 
are necessary and proper for the effectual draining 
and clearing of the whole of the said Town, and 
what reservoirs, engines, sluices, penstocks and 
other works are required for properly flushing and 
cleansing out such sewers and drains, and at and 
from what places such drains and sewers respec- 
tively ought to commence, in what precise direction 
they are to be conducted, and at what places res- 
pectively they ought to terminate. 

XIV. And whereas it is of the most essential 
importance that all tho inhabitants of the said 
Yown should be supplied with good and wholesome 
water for drinking and tur domestic purposes to 
the utmost extent that the local and other circum- 
stinces of the said Town will permit, and especially 
that the poorer inhabitants thereof should he so 
supplied with water; and whereas supplies of water 
are also required for the efficient aud wholesome 
cleansing and watering of the streets, and cleans- 
ing the main and other sewers and drains which 
may be constructed or maintained under the pro- 
visions of this Act: 

It is enacted, that the said Commissioners shall 
at the same time cause their suid Surveyor to report 
upon the existing supplies cf water in the said 
Town, the sufficiency or insufficiency of such supply 
for all the several purposes aforesaid, and the health- 
ful or palatable quality as water for drinking of 
every description of water so supplied, or which the 
said Surveyor shall recommend in future to be sup- 
plied, and with a view to test the accuracy of his 
report upon this latter subject the said Commission- 
ers shall cause such water or waters to be analysed 
and reported on by competent Chemists and Medical 
men, and the said Surveyor shall also state in his 
4#eport from what point on the River Hooghly, North 
of Calcutta, water in sufficient quantity can be con- 
veyed into the Town for the domestic purposes of 
the said inhabitants, and for the efficient and whole- 
some cleansing and watering of the suid streets, and 


cleansing the main and other sewers and drains 
which slall or may be constructed and maintained 
under the provisions of this Act, and shall state 
whether in his opinion one supply of water from 
one place can be commanded adequate to all these 
several purposes, and from what distance and at 
what probable expence, and what reservoirs, 
engines, sluices, canals, aqueducts, pipes and other 
works, and of what respective dimensions are re- 
quired for the adequate and abundant supply of 
such water for all such purposes as aforesaid. 


XV. And for carrying into effect the purposes 
aforesaid it is enacted, that all sewers and drains, 
together with all buildings and other works, mate- 
rials and things therewith connected, and all canals, 
aqueducts, tanks and wells provided for or lawfully 
applied to public use, aad which are not the pro- 
perty of any private person or persons, together 
with all buildings, engines, works, materials and. 
things therewith connected existing in the said 
Town at the time of the passing of this Act, or 
which hereafter shall at any time be constructed 
and made therein whether constructed at the cost 
of the said Comunissioners or otherwise, and the 
entire management and controul over the same, 
subject to the provisions hereinafter contained, shall 
be the property of, and are hereby vested in the 
said Commissioners as such Trustees as aforesaid. 


XVI. And it is enacted, that the ssid Commig- 
sioners shall cause to be constructed and made 
such and so many sewers and drains, and such 
and go many reservoirs, canals, aqueducts, en- 
gines and other works, and te be laid such and so 
imany water pipes as shall in the opinion of the said 
Commissioners be necessary and proper for the 
effectual draining and cleansing of the whole of the 
Town aforesaid, and for the properly flushing and 
cleansing out such sewers in and under or across 
all or any of the streets and ways whether dedi- 
cated to the public use or not, roads and other 
places within the said Town, and if needful 
through and across all under ground cellar3 and 
vaults which they may tind under any of the said 
streets, ways, roads or places, doing as little damage 
as may be, and also to cause such and so many rings 
and openings to be made or left in the sides of the 
said sewers as will be sufficient for the making or 
branching any drain or drains from any or all of 
the houses built, and which may probably bo built 
adjoining or near thereto ito any of the said 
sewers us the said Comnnissioncrs shall think fit 
necessary and expedient for that purpose; and in 
case it shall be found necessary for completing any 
of the aforesaid works to build, carry or continue 
the same in into or through any enclosed linds or 
other place not being a public way, it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners to build, carry 
or continue the same in into or through the said: 
lands or other places accordingly, and the said 
Commissioners may and shall cause such sewers 
to communicate with and empty themselves into 
any public river, stream, canal or water-course, 
or to cause the refuse from such sewers to be con- 
veyed by an appropriate channel to the most con- 
venient site for its deposit, collection and gale, and 
its application as manure for agricultural pur- 
poses or otherwise as they shall deem most ex pe- 
dient, but so that the same shall inno case become 
a public nuisance or annoyance to the neighbour- 
hood, and all such sewers, water-courses, canalg, 
reservoirs and other works and premises shall be 
the property of and are hereby vested in the said 
Commissioners, and shall be ut all times under the 
care, contro] and management of the said Commise 
sioners and of their Surveyor and Officers. 


XVII. And itis enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall have authority from time to time 
as they shall see fit, and they are hereby required 
to widen, deepen, embank, alter, arch over, amend, 
clean and scuur out all or any of the sewers within 
the said ‘Town as may be necessary, and also to 
cleanse and drain off into any sewers or otherwise 
abate all stagnant pools, ditches, tanks and other 
receptacles of foul water and filth existing within 
the said Town, whether the same be the private 
property of any person or persons or otherwise, 
and further in cases in which any of the existing 
or future sewers vested in the said Commissioners 
shall from any cause Whatever appear to the said 
Commissioners to have become useless or unneces- 
sary, it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
if they shall think fit so to do to take up, stop, fill 
in and discontinue such old sewers in such man- 
ner that the same shall not be or become a nui- 
sance or annoyance to the neighbourhood. 


AVIIT. And it is enacted, that before begin- 
ning to dig or lay the foundations of any new 
house within the said Town, or to re-build any 
house therein, and also before making any drain 
for the purpose of draining water directly or in- 
directly from any land or tenement into any 
sewer under the jurisdiction of the said Com- 
missioners, fourteen clear days notice in writ- 
ing shall be given to the Clerk to the said Com- 
missioners by delivering the same to him, or 
leaving it at his office by the person intend- 
ing to build or re-build such house, or to make 
such drain, and every such fonndation «shall 


be laid at such level as the said Surveyor of 


the said Commissioners shall direct, and every such 
branch drain shall be made in such direction, man- 
ner and form, and of such materials and workman- 
ship as the said Surveyor shall order, and the 
eine of every such drain shall be under the 
survey and control of the said Commissioners ; and 
in default of such notice, or if such building or 
drain shall be begun or made without or in any 
respect contrary to any order of the said Surveyor, 
or of the provisions of this Act, it shall be lawful 
for the said Commissioners to cause such building 
to be demolished, and to cause such drain to be 
relail, amended or remade as the case may require, 
and to cause the expenses thereof to be levied and 
repaid to them from and by the Owner thereof in 
the manner hereinafter provided, 


XIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for any person at his own expence to make or 
branch any drain into any of the sewers vested in 
the snid Commissioners, or authorized to be made 
by virtue of this Act, or otherwise acquired by the 
said Commissioners, such drain being made of such 
a size and in such a manner of communication in 
all respects as the said Surveyor of the said Com- 
missioners shall direct or appoint, and for that pur- 
pose to take up and remove so much of the pave- 
ment and other materials of any street, as may be 
required unless the said Commissioners shall con- 
sent and agree which they are hereby authorized 
to do to form so much and such portion of such 
drain as shall lead from the point of communication 
in such sewer to the extremity of such street, and 
in case any person shall make or branch any drain 
into any of the said sewers so vested in the said 
Commissioners, or authorized to be made under 
and by virtue of this Act of a larger size, or in a 
different manner and form of communication than 
shall be directed or appointed by the said Survey- 
or, every person so offending shall for every such 
offence orfeit and pay on conviction before a Mae 
gistrate a sum not exceeding Fifty Rupees. 
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XX. And whereas it would tend to insure , 
greater efficiency and economy in the execution of 
works if the same were executed by persons under 
the immediate direction and controul of the Sur. 
veyor of the said Commissioners, it is enacted, tha; 
it shall be lawfal for the suid Commissioners to con. 
tract and agree with the Owners of any houses or 
other tenements within the said Town, that any 
drains required to be made by such Owners shai] 
be constructed and made by the Surveyor of the 
said Commissioners, and the cost price of makin 
such drains (as certified by the said Surveyor of 
the said Commissioners) shall be repaid by such 
Owners to the said Commissioners, and in default 
of such payment the same may be recovered in the 
manner hereinafter provided. 


XXI. And whereas the noxious effluvia exhal. 
ing from gully holes of sewers and drains has been 
found to be injurious to health, and it is therefore 
expedient that some provision should be made in 
respect thereof to obviate the same, it is enacted, 
that the said Commissioners and the Owners of an 
private drains in the Town aforesaid, shall by pro- 
viding proper traps or other coverings, or by ven- 
tilation, or by such other ways and means as shall 
be practicable for that purpose effectually prevent 
the efduvia of sewers and drains from exhaling 
from gully holes, gratings or any other openings 
whatsoever of drains or sewers in streets or other 
places, and in case the Owner of any private sewer 
or drain shall neglect or delay so to do, the Sur-, 
veyor of the said Commissioners shall give him 
notice effectually to prevent the effluvia of such 
sewer or drain from so exhaling, and if the same 
shall not be effectually done by such Owner within 
ten days after such notice shall have been given 
him, the said Surveyor shall forthwith provide and 
apply proper traps or other coverings, or such other 
means as aforesaid so as effectually to prevent such 
effluvia from exhaling and the expenca incurred 
thereby shall be paid by the Owner of such sewer 
or drain to be recovered in manner hereinafter 
mentioned. 

XXIf. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall 
be lawful for the said Commissioners and their said 
Surveyor, and they and he are hereby required 
when any of the streets, public ways or public 
thoroughfares, vested in them shall be under repair, 
or where any sewers or drains are making, or shall 
be under repair to take proper precautions against 
danger by shoreing uP and protecting the ad- 
joining houses, and to fix and place, or cause to be 
fixed and placed such, and so many bars, chains 
or posts across, or in any of the said streets, public 
ways or public thoroughfares to prevent the pass- 
ing and repassing of carriages, carts or other vehi- 
cles, cattle or horses during the time of such works 
and repairs being carried on, as shall be necessary 
and proper, and the said Commissioners and their 
said Surveyor shall cause any sewer or drain or 
other works during the construction or repair 
thereof by them to be well and sufficiently lighted 
and attended by fit and proper persons during the 
ee to prevent accidents, and if any person shall 
take down, alter or remove any of the said bars, 
chains or posts, or extinguish any light attached 
to or connected with the said bars, chains or posts 
without the authority or consent of the Surveyor 
of the said Commissioners, every such person 50 
offending shall for every such offence forfeit and 
pay on conviction before a Magistrate any sum not 
exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

XXIII And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall with a due regard to the convenl- 
ence and the preservation of the health ef the in- 


MADITANte OF BUG Bald LOWN give strict orders to 
their said Surveyor to causa, and their said Sur- 
veyor shall duly cause all the streets, ways, tho- 
roughfares and alleys thereof whether dedicated to 
the use of the public or not, together with the foot 
pavements or footpaths fram time to time to be pro- 

erly swept and cleansed, and all dust, dirt and 
filth of every sort which may be found thereon to 
be collected and removed therefrom, and all the 
soil ashes, rubbish and filth to be taken and carried 
away from the houses and premises of the inhabi- 
tants of the said Town at convenient hours and 
times, and shall cause all or any of the privies and 
cesspools within the said Town to be cleansed and 
emptied in a sufficient and proper manner as shall 
be required, and that the said Surveyor shall from 
time to time give public notice on what days, at 
what times in every week the suid streets, public 
ways and public thoroughfares shall be swept and 
cleansed, and such dirt, dust and night soil, rub- 
bish, filth and ashes carried away, and how and in 
what manner the same shall be carried away and 
where the same shall be deposited, and shall give 
such orders and directions as to the said Surveyor 
acting under the orders and control of the said 
Commmisdioners shall appear proper and uecess ry, 
and it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
to purchase or bire any carts, carriages and other 
machines, and also any horses or cattle for the bet- 
ter executing and performing any of the above 

duties. 


AXIV. And it is enacted, that the dirt, dust, 
night soil and filth to be so collected from the said 
streets, thoroughfares, alleys, fontways, privies, 
sewers and cesspools, and all the dust, ashes and 
rubbish to be collected, taken and carried away 
from all and every of the houses and elsewhere 
within the said Town shall be the property of the 
said Commissioners, and are hereby vested in them 5 
and the said Commissioners shall have full: power 
to sell and dispose of the same through their said 
Clerk or Surveyor for the purpose of this Act as 
they shall think proper, and the money arising 
from the sale thereof shall be applied for the pur- 
pose of this Act, and the person purchasing the 
game shall have full power and authority to take, 
carry away and dispose of the same for his own 
proper use and benefit. 


XXV. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Cominissioners for the purpose of 
watering the said streets, public wavs and public 
thoroughfares in the said ‘Town to sink wells and 
lay, erect and place pipes, conduits and pamps in 
any of the said streets, public ways or public tho- 
roughfares, and to provide any other apparatus 
proper for that purpose, and to remove and alter 
the same when and as the said Commissioners shall 
think proper, and it shall be lawful for the said 
Commissioners, and they are hereby required to 
excavate and provide a sufficient number of spaci- 
ous and convenient tanks or sufficient runs of water 
through the said Town for the inhabitants to bathe 
in at suitable and proper times and in suitable and 
proper placcs as may best serve to unite the health 
and comfort of the labonring population with public 
decency, making due allowance for the habits and 
customs of the country. 


XXVI. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Gonrmissioners, and they are here- 
by required from time to time to make such Bye- 
laws as they shall think fit for all or any of the 
purposes following, that is to say, 

For preventing nuisances in any streets or near 
thercto and effecting cleanliness therein. 
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For making regulations for the registering and 
inspection of slaughter houses and markets, and 
for keeping the same in a cleanly and proper-atate, 
and for removing filth therefrom at least once m 
every twenty-four hours, and for requiring that 
they shall be provided with a sufficient supply of 
water, 

For the punishment of persons selling unwhole- 
some meat, fish, vegetables, sweetmeats and grain, 
for the food of man, and for eeizing and condemn- 
ing the same, 

For regulating the duties of scavengers, and for 
regulating the management of urinals and privies. 

For making regulations for cleansing filthy and 
unwholesome dwellings, 

For supplying private houses with water from 
the public reservoirs. 


For making regulations to prevent persons bath- 
ing and washing their bodies in tanks and water- 
courses provided for the domestic uses of the inha- 
bitants of the said Town and to limit the hours of 
bathing in the tanks and water-courses provided 
for the purpose of bathing in such inanner ao shall 
appear to the said Commissioners necessary to the 
health, cleanliness and comfort of the labouring 
population, 


For enforcing upon the inhabitants of the said 
Town the perfurmance of such acts and the absti- 
nence from such acts as an enlightened regard to 
the health, cleanliness and decency of the said 
Town onght to induce them to perform and to ab- 
stain from due consideration being had for the feel- 
ings, manners and customs of the various races of 
which the said inhabitants consist. 

For ascertaining and fixing what pecuniary pe- 
nalties shall be incurred by persons breaking such 
Bve-laws. Provided always, that no such last 
mentioned penalty shall exceed for any one offence 
the suin of Fifty Rupees. nor in case of continuing 
nuisance the sum of Five Rupees for every day 
during which such nuisance shall be continued and 
unremedied, 


XXVIT. And it is enacted, that no Bye-law 
made under the powers for that purpose herein 
last contained shall be of any force until the same 
shall have been laid before the Governor of the 
Presidency of Fort William in Bengal and his ap- 
probation thereof, and that of the Governor Gene- 
ral in Council, shall have been certified to the said 
Commissioners under his hand by the Secretary to 
the Government of Fort Wilham in Bengal, nor 
until the expiration of forty davs after the same 
Bye-law shall have been published once in two of 
tle Calcutta Newspapers, and a copy of such Bye- 
Jaw with a declaration thereon, signed by the 
Clerk to the said Commissioners that the same hag 
been approved by the said Governor and published 
in two Newspapers as aforesaid with the date of 
such publication, shall be received as evidence of 
such Bye-law, and of the approval and publishing 
thereof as aforesaid in all Courts of Law and Equi- 
ty and before all Magistrates. 


XXVIVI. And it is enacted, that all Bye-laws 
made in pursuance of this Act shall be printed, 
and a copy thereof shall be posted up and continue 
so poated im the Office of the Clerk of the said Com- 
missioners, and copies thereof shall be delivered to 
uny person who may apply for the same on pay- 
ment of such sum as the said Commissioners shall 
think fit not exceeding Four Annas. | 

XXIX. And itis enacted, that-all the - 
sions orknay rk sec relative: to 
against this Act punwhsble upon summary convic- 
tion shall be taken to apply to all offences commited 


in breach of any Bye-law made by the said Com- 
missioners by virtue of this Act. 


XXX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for the said Commissioners to direct any prosecu- 
tion for any public nuisance whatsoever, which 
shall be permitted or suffered within the said 
Town, and to order proceedings to be taken for 
the recovery of any penalties and for the punish- 
ment of any persons offending against the previ- 
sions of this Act, and to direct and order the ex- 
pences of such prosecutions and other proceedings 
to be patd and borne by and out of the funds placed 
at the disposal of the said Comunissioners under 
the provisions of this Act. 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the said Commissioners to sue and be sued, 
to prefer any bill of indictment or information, or 
tu take any other proceeding against any person 
who shall steal, take, or carry away, or wilfully 
deface or injure any property, articles, or thing 
belonging to the said Commissioners, and in every 
such case it shall be sufficient to state generally 
the property, article, or thing, in respect of which 
such proceeding shall have been taken, to be the 
property of the said Commissioners. 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that nothing in 
this Act contained shall be construed to render 
Jawful any act or omission on the part of any per- 
son which is or but for this Act would be deemed 
and adjudged to be a nuisance at Common Law, 
nor to exempt any person guilty of a nnisanee at 
Common Law from prosecution or action in res- 
pect thereof. Provided always, that if any person 
convicted of an offence under this Act shall have 
paid the whole amount adjudged tu be paid under 
such conviction, and the costs thereof in every such 
case he shall be released from all further or other 
criminal proceedings for the same offence. 


XXXII. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Comnussioners, and they are 
hereby empowered with the consent und approba- 
tion of the said Governor and subject to the res- 
trictions hereinafter contained, to contract and 
agree with any person or pérsons for supplying the 
said Town or any part thereof with water for the 
purposes of this Act, and with the like consent to 
agree, with any person having and willing to dis- 
pose of the same, for the absolute purchase for any 
purpose which the said Commissioners shall think 
necessary for obtaining and protecting such supply 
of water as aforesaid, of any wator-works, streams 
or waters, lands, tenements, easements, heredita- 
ments, fixtures, machinery, or other property, or 
to take a lease thereof for any term of years and 
subject to such conditions as shall be agreed upon 
between the partics, and also with the like consent 
and approbation to prant to any person or persons 
contracting to supply the said Town or any part 
thereof, with water, a lease for any term not 
exceeding twenty-one years, of any water-works, 
machinery, streams, waters, lands, tenements, ease- 
ments, rights, privileges and advantages belonging 
to or acquired by or which may belong to or be 
acquired by or be vested in the said Commissioners 
under any of the powers or authorities in this Act 
contained so as to enable such sage or persons so 
contracting the more effectually and efficiently to 
procure and supply water in pursuance of any such 
contract or agreement, and every such lease so to 
be granted by the said Commissioners may be made 
subject to such conditions and stipulations as to 
the supplying water for the purposes of this Act, 
or any of them as may be agreed upon between 
the respective parties thereto. Provided always, 


that no lease or contract made in pursuance of the 
powers hereinbefore contained shall be valid or 
effectual for any purpuso whatsoever unless the 
snid Governor’s approval of the same shall be tes. 
tified by writing endorsed on such lease or contract 
under the hand of the Secretary to the Govern. 
ment of Bengal. 


XXXIV. And it is enacted, that if it shall be 
necessary or advantageonts for the purpose of carry- 
ing into execution any plan or mode of supplying 
water to the said ‘Town that the said Commissioners 
should avail themselves of any of the powers in 
this Act contained which authorize the said Com. 
missioners or their Lessees to take or enter upon 
lands without the consent of the Owners and 
Occupiers thereof for the purpose of constructing, 
improving or enlarging any water-werks then, and 
in every such case, the said Commissioners shall 
cause a map or plan to be, prepared on a scale of 
not less than one inch to sixty-six fect describing 
the sourees from which any supplies of water are 
intended to be procured, the situation of the in- 
tended water-works and the line and course of 
any intended aqueducts, conduits, tunnels, pipes or 
other channels tor conveying water to or from the 
sail intended source of supply and the lands 
through which the same respectively ure intended 
to be carried, together with a book of reference 
containing the names of the Owners or reputed 
Owners, Lessees or reputed Lessees and Ovcupiers 
respectively of any lands intended to be taken for 
the purpose of erecting any works thereon, or to 
be used for the purpose of carrying any tunnels, 
pipes, channels or water-works through the same, 
and one copy of such plan and book of reference 
shall be deposited in the Office of the Clerk to the 
suid Commissioners, and shall be’ open at all rea- 
sonable times there to the inspection of all parties 
interested therein, and another copy of such plan 
and book of reference shall be furnished to the said 
Surveyor of the said Commisstuncrs, and notice of 
such intended works and of the place in which such 
plan is deposited shall be given by the said Com- 
missioners to all parties interested in any lands 
intended to be taken or used for any of the above 
purposes, through which it is intended to carry any 
tunnels, pipes, conduits or other works, or to such 
of the said parties as shall after diligent enquiry be 
known to the said Commissioners, and such notice 
shall also be published in two or more of the 
Calcutta Newspapers at least once in each of two 
successive weeks. 


XXXV. And it is enacted, that as soon as 
may be after the expiration of one Calendar month 
from the date of the last publication of such notice 
the said Surveyor shall vive notice by publication 
in such Newspapers in manner aforesaid that he 
will within one week from the date of the last of 
such publications attend upon such lands and point 
out to such as may meet him there and desire to 
be informed thereof the line and course of such in- 
tended aqueducts, condnits, tunnels and pipes, and 
the situation of duch intended reservoirs, tanks and 
water-works, and he shall accordingly there attend 
at the time and place named in the said notice, and 
shall then and there point out the same and all 
persons who shali deem themselves interested in 
the matter or likely to be aggrieved thereby shall 
be entitled to be heard by thainselves, their Coun- 
sel, Attornies or Agents, and to adduce such wit- 
nesses as they may think necessary before the said 
Commissioners, and the said Commissioners shall 
report the evidence taken before them, and the 
plans and book of reference and the report of the 
said Surveyor, together with their opinion thereon 


to the said Governor and thereupon it shall be 
lawfal for the said Governor to disallow or to au- 
thorize the taking of the lands specified in such 
plan, and required to be taken or used for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, or any of them without the consent 
of the owners and other persons interested therein 
subject in the latter case to such regulations and 
orders as the said Governor shall think necessary 
to justice and not inconsistent with the objects of 
this Act, and when and so soon as the said Go- 
vernor, if he shall so determine, shall signify his 
approval thereof to be testified under the hand of 
the said Secretary in manner aforesaid then the 
said Commissioners shall and may proceed to carry 
such plan into execution. 


XXXVI. And itis enacted, that it shall he 
Jawful for the said Commissioners, subject to the 
restrictions hereinafter contained, from time te 
time to make, construct, lay down, maintain, alter 
or discontinue such water-works, steam engines, 
water-wheels, reservoirs, cisterns, tanks, aque- 
ducts, cuts, channels, conduits, engines, waste- 
gates, stup-gates, stop-cocks, sluices, banks, bridges, 
pipes, tunnels, machinery and other works upon 
the lands hereby authorized to be purchased and 
taken by the said Commissioners as shall be neces- 
sary or proper for obtaining water and supplying 
the same to the inhabitants of the said Town. 


XXXVI. Provided always, and it is enacted, 
that the said Commissioners in erceting and making 
the said water-works and the said reservoirs, cuts, 
channels, aqueducts, tunnels or other worts upon 
lands taken under the compulsory powers herein- 
before contained shall not deviate to any greater 
distance than the limits of the deviation as marked 
in the said plan, nor into the lands of any person 
not mentioned in the said book of reference with- 
vut his previous consent in writing unless the name 
of such person shall have been omitted by mistake, 
and the fact that such omission proceeded from 
mnistake and that such deviation ought to be allow- 
ed shall be certified under the hand of such 
Surveyor. 

XXXVITV. Provided also, and it is enacted, 
that nothing in this Act contained shall authorize 
or empower the said Commissioners or their Jessces 
by virtue of the compulsory powers of purchase 
hereinbefore contained except in the case of any 
land expressly taken for forming any reservoir or 
erecting any steam engine or other works thereon, 
to acquire or obtain any greater right or interest 
in any lands or premises through or within which 
any of the said pipes, culverts, aqueducts or tun- 
nels are intended or may be required to be laid 
than a right of laying the said pipes, culverts, 
agueducts or tunnels therein, and of entering 
thereon from time to time when requisite to renew, 
amend, repair and examine the same. 


XXXIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Comunissioners subject to the 
restrictions in this Act contained to enter upon the 
lands of any corporation or person adjoining to or 
being within the distance of one hundred yards uf 
the works by this Act authorized to be made or any 
part thereof, and not being a garden, orchard, plan- 
tation or ground planted and set apart as a nursery 
for trees, for the purpose of depositing upon such 
lands or any part thereof any soil, gravel, sand, lime, 
brick, stone, or other materials, or for any other 
Ue sie connected with the formation of the said 
works without making any previous payment, 
tender or deposit, that the said Commissioners 
doing as little damage as may be in the exercise 
of the several powers hereby granted to them, and 
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making compensation for such temporary occupa- 
tion or temporary damage of the said lands to the 
Owners and OcéupiersMthereof from time to time, 
and as often as any such temporary occupation 
shall be taken or any such temporary damage 
done by the said Cominissioners or other Officers, 
and making compensation to the Owners, also for 
the permanent injury (if any) to such lands, and 
in case the partics difer respecting the amount of 
the compensation or the respective shares of several 
claimants of compensation, then and in every such 
case the said disputes respectively shall be settled 
and adjusted by arbitration or by the verdict of a 
Jury summoned and assembled in manner provid- 
ed in Act No. of 184. 


XE. Provided always, and it is enacted, that 
before it shall be lawful for the said Commissioners 
to make any such temporary use as atoresaid of the 
lands adjoining or lying near to the said works the 
said Commissioners shall and they are hereby re- 
quired to give fourteen days’ notice of such their 
intention to the Owners and Occupiers of such 
lands, and to separate and set apart by sufficient 
fences so much of the lands as shall be required to 
be used as afuresaid from the other lands adjoining 
thereto, 

XLT. Provided always, and it is enacted, that 
the suid Commissioners before entering any such 
adjoining lands for the purposes aforesaid, shall, if 
reqtired by the Owners or Occupiers of such lands 
avree with such Owners or Occupiers for the pay- 
ment of a certain and fixed annual rent in respect 
thereof during the continuance of such temporary 
occupation, and the amount of such rent in case the 
parties differ shall be settled by arbitration or by 
thogserdict of a Jury summoned and assembled in 
ae provided in Act No. of 184. 


NLU. «=6And it is enacted, that the said Com- 
missioners shall and they are hereby required in 
forming any reservoir or works hereby authorized 
tu be made, and any tunnels or water-courses there- 
in or leading thereto at their own expense to make 
and provide a sufficient number of convenient roads, 
ways. wateriny-places, wells, water-courses, drains 
and channels for the irrigation and for the use of 
the adjoining lands, and for irrigatmg the same in

and place any number of new cisterns, tanks, 
pumps, conduits or other: water-works for the sup- 
ply of water to the inhabitants of any street, court, 
alley, public way or public thoroughfare, or of 
any number of houses as they shall see fit, or to 
erect the same in any public situation for the 
gratuitous use of any persons who may choose to 
curry water away for their private use but not for 
sale, and to supply with water any public baths 
or wash houses that may be established for the 
use of the poorer classes. 

XLV. And it is enacted, that ifthe said Com- 
missioners shall neglect or refuse to furnish a 
sufficient supply of water for domestic purposes as 
settled and arranged by the said Surveyor to the 
Owner or Occupier of any dwelling house rated to 
the rate hereinafter mentioned, it shull be Liwful 
for such Owner or Occumer to deduct frem the 
amount of such rate a sum equal to one-eighth 
part of the amount payable by hum in each quar- 
ter for every two days in succession during which 
such neglect or refusal shall continue alter notice 
in writing shall have been given to the Clerk of 
the said Commissioners of the want of such supply 
unless the want of such supply shall arise frou 
preat drought or other unavoidable cause or acci- 
dent. 

XLVI. And in order to preserve the water to 
be supplied by the said Commissioners foggthe 
domestic use of the inhabitants of the said Town 
pure and wholesome, it is enacted, that every per- 
son who shall wilfally or knowingly commit any of 
the following offences shall for every snch offence 
forfeit and pay on summary conviction before a 
Magistrate 2 sum not exceeding tifty Rupees. 

1, Every person who shall bathe in any reser- 
voir, aqueduct or other water-works belonging to 
the said Commissioners, and provided by them for 
the domestic use of the inhabitants of the said 
Town, or shall wash or cause to be washed therein 
any wearing apparel, horse, dog or animal. 

2. Every person who shall throw, put or cast 
any gravel, stone, rubbish, dirt, filth or other 
noksome or offensive matter or thing into any such 
reservoir, aqueduct or other water- works as afore- 
said, or shall wash or cleanse therein any wool, 
leather or skin of any anunal, or other foul or 
offensive matter or thing. 

3. Every person who shall cause or permit the 
water of any sink, sewer or drain, or any other 
offensive liquid matter or thing belonging to him, 
or flowing or being in any house or building, or 
upon any ground occupied by him to run drain or 
be conveyed into any of the springs, rivulets, 
reservoirs, aqueducts, pipes, or other water-works, 
belonging to the said Commissioners, or who shall 
commit or cause any other act whatscever, where- 
by the water of the said Commissioners shall be in 
any degree whatsoever fouled or corrupted. 

XLVIL And it is enacted, that it shall be 
lawful for the said Commissioners, and they are 
hereby required to provide a sufficient number of 
lamps for lighane such parts of the said Town as 
the said Commissioners on the report of their said 
Surveyor shall consider to require the same, and 
Bhall bec the said lamps in fit order for public 
use, and shall keep and employ a sufficient number 
of persona to cleanse, prepare and light the same, 


and shall also from time to time as shall be requir- 
ed, increase or otherwise alter the number of the 
said lamps, and shall renew such of the said lamps 
as shall become broken or unfit for use so that all 
the streets of the said Town which the said Com- 
missioners shall consider necessary shall be wel] 
and sufficiently provided with light from such hour 
in the evening of each day until such hour of the 
morning of each following day, as the said Com- 
missioners shall consider to be fit and proper and 
necessary, and the whole of the expence of the 
erection, repair, maintenance, cleansing and sup- 
plying with oil and wicks of each and every of Aa 
suid lamps and of hghting and keeping lighted 
the same during such hours as aforesaid shall be 
borne and paid by the said Commissioners. 


XLVI. And it is enacted, that every person 
who shall wantonly or wilfully destroy, injure, de- 
face or disturb any of the ad Jamps or extinguish 
any hight therein, or abstract or take away from 
any oi the said Jamps any oil or other matter or 
thing therein, or any part thereof without the 
order of the said Commissioners, or of their said 
Surveyor, shall forfeit and pay on conviction be- 
fore a Magistrate for every such offence any sum 
not exceeding 50 Rupees. 

ALIX. And it is enacted, that if any party 
shall have committed any irregularity, trespass or 
other wrongful proceeding in’ the exceution of this 
Act, or by virtue of any power or authority hereby 
given, and if before action brought in respect 
thereof, such party shall make tender of sufficient 
amendsto the party injured, such Just mentioned 
party shall not recover in any such action when 
brought, and if no such tender shall have been 
made, it shall be lawful for the defendant in such 
action by leave of the Court, where such action 
shall be pending at any time before issue joined to 
pay into Court such sum of money as he shall 
think fit, anl thereupon such proceedings shall be 
had as in other cases where defendants are allowed 
to pay money into Court. 

t. Ail it is enacted, that in all cases where 
any damage, costs or expences are by this Act 
directed to be paid, and the method of ascertaining 
the amount or enforcing the paying thereof is not 
provided for, sach amount in case of dixpute, shall 
be ascertained and determined by arbitration in 
like manner as is provided for proceeding by arbi- 
tration under Act No, of 184 , and if the 
parties cannot agree upon two persons as arbitrators 
or the arbitrators fail to pronounce their award as 
afuresaid then by any two Magistrates of Calcutta, 
and ifthe amount so ascertained be not paid by 
the said Commissioners or by the other party 
liable to pay the same, as the case may be, within 
seven days after demand thereof, the amount may 
be recovered by action of debt or on the case in 
Hier Majesty’s said Supreme Court of Judicature. 


LL And it is enacted, that the said Commis- 
sioners shall publish short particulars of the several 
offences for which any penalty is imposed by this 
Act, or by any Bye-laws of the said Cominisaioners 
affecting other persons than Officers or servants of 
the said Commissioners, and of the amount of every 
such penalty, and shall cause such particulars to be 
printed on a board or printed upon paper and 
pasted thereon in English and Bengallee, and shall 
cause such board to be hung up or affixed in some 
conspicuous place in the Office of the Clerk of the 
said Commissioners, and when any such pevalties 
are of local application shall cause such boards to 
be affixed in some conspicuous placeof the imme- 
diate neighbourhood to which such ties are 
applicable or have reference, and ti 


shall be renewed as often as the same or any part 
thereof is obliterated or destroyed, and no such 
penalt shall be recoverable unless such particulars 
shall have been published and kept published in 
the manner hereinbefore required, or wantonly and 
maliciously obliterated or destroyed. 


LIT. And it is enacted, that if any person pull 
down, break or deface any board put up as requir- 
ed by this Act, or shall obliterate any of the letters 
or figures thereon, he shall forfeit and pay for every 
such offence a sum not exceeding 50 Rupees, and 
shall also defray the expenses attending the resto- 
ration of such board. 


LIV. And it is enacted, that every penalty or 
forfeiture imposed by this Act, or by any Bye-law 
made in pursuance thereof, the recovery of which is 
not otherwise provided for may be recovered b 
summary proceeding before any Magistrate of Cal- 
cutta, and on complaint being made to any suck 
Magistrate, he shall issue his summons requiring 
the party complained against to appear before him 
at a time and’ place to be named in such summons, 
and every such summons shall he served on the 
party offending cither in person or by leaving the 
same at his usual or last known place of abode, and 
upon the apperrance of the party complained 
against or in his absence after proof of the due 
scryice of such summons, it shal} be lawful for such 
ma@fstrate to proceed to the hearing of the com- 
plaint which complaint shall be reduced to writing, 
and upon proof of the offence cither by the confes- 
sion of the party complained against, or upon the 
oath or solemn affirmation of one credible witness 
or more, it shall be lawful for such Magistrate to 
convict the offender, and upon such conviction to 
adjudge the offender to pay the penalty or forfei- 
ture incurred as well as such costs attending the 
conviction as such Mavistrate’ shall think fit, which 
ipssart or forteiture and costs so adjudyed may be 
evied by distress. 


LIV. And itis enacted, that where in this Act 
or.in Act No. of 184 ,any sum of money 
whether in the nature of penalty or otherwise is 
directed to be Jevied by distress, such sum of 
money shall be levied by distress and sale of the 
Goods and Chattels of the party liable to pay the 
same, and the overplus arising from such Goods 
and Chattels after satisfying such sum of money, 
and the expenses of the distress and sale shall be 
returned on demand to the party whose Goods 
shall have been destrained. 


LV. And it is enacted, that no distress levied 
by virtue of this Act, or of Act No. of 184 , 
shall be deemed unlawful, nor shall any party 
making the same be deemed a trespasser on account 
of any defect or want of form in the summons, 
conviction, warrant of distress, or other proceeding 
relating thereto, nor shall any such party be deem- 
ed a trespasser ab initio on account of any irregu- 
larity afterwards committed by him, but all persons 
aggrieved by such defect or irregularity may and 
shall recover full satisfaction for the bed damage 
in an action on the case in Her Majesty’s avid 
Supreme Court. 


LVI. And it is enacted, that the Magistrate by 
whom any such penalty or forfeiture shall be im- 
posed may when the application thereof is not 
otherwise provided for, award not more than one- 
half thereof to the infurmer, and shall award the 
remainder to the said Commissioners to be by them 
applied to the purposes of this Act as to them shall 
appear fit, and shali order the same to be paid over 
to-the Clark. of the said Commissioners for that 


purpose whose receipt shall be a good and _ suffici- 
ent discharge to the person so paying the same. 

LVH. And it is enacted, that no person shall 
be liuble to the payment of any penalty or forfei- 
ture imposed by virtue of this Act, for any offence 
complained of before a Magistrate, unless the com- 
eas respecting such offence shall have been made 
before such Mayistrate within six months next 
after the commission of such offence. 

LV And it is enacted, that if through any 
act, neglect or default, on account whereof any 
person shall have incurred any penalty imposed by 
this Act, any damage to the property of the said 

vommissioners shall have been committed by such 
person, he shall be liable to make good such dam- 
age as well as to pay such penalty, and the amount 
of such damages shall in case of dispute be deter- 
mined by the Magistrate by whom the party in- 
curring such penaliy shall have been convicted, 
and in case such damages shall not be paid on de- 
mand the same may be recovered by action of debt 
or on the case in Her Majesty’s said Supreme 
Court of Judicature. 

LIX. And it is enacted, that it shall be lawful 
for any Magistrate to summon any person to gees 
before him as a witness in any matter in which 
such Magistrate shall have jurisdiction under the 
provisions of this Act ata time and place to be 
mentioned in such summons, and require from him 
un oath or solemn affirmation that be will testify 
the truth in such matter, and if any person go 
summoned shall without reasonable cause refuse or 
neglect to appear at the time and place all nar 
for that purpose, having been paid or tendered a 
rcasonable sum for his expenses if from distance or 
any other cause he shall be lawfully entitled to 
claim such expenses, or if any person appearing 
shall refuse to he examined ou his oath or solemn 
affirmation according to law, or to give evidence 
before such Magistrate or Assistant Magistrate, 
every such person shall for every such offence for- 
feit and pay a sum not exceeding fifty Rupees. 

LX. And it is enacted, that in Acts No. 
of and No. of , and in this Act, the 
following words and expressions shall have the 
several meanings hereby assigned to them, unless 
there be something in the subject or context re- 
pugnant to such construction (that is to say,) 
words importing the singular number shall include 
the plural number, and words importing the plural 
number shall include the singular number, words 
importing the masculine gender only shall include 
females unless the word male is used. The 
word “ person” shall include corporations whether 
agpregate or sole. ‘The words “ Oath,” “ Affir- 
mation,” and “ Solemn Affirmation” when used 
alone shall include oath or affirmation or other 
declaration lawfully substituted for an oath in such 
case by any Legislative Act of the Governor Gene- 
ral of India in Council, or by any Act of the Par- 
liament of Great Britain extended to India. The 
word “ Street” shall include any square, circus, 
street, court, alley, footpath, highway, lane, road, 
thoroughfare, public passage, or other public place 
within the said Town. The words “ the said Com- 
missioners” shall meas the Commissioners for the 
time being appointed under the provisions of Act 
No. of
